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Copies of new stormivater ordinance sent out 
Village seeking to renew 
joint flood-control effort

Copies of Wheeling's new stormwnter- 


control ordinance ore being sent to com- 
munities in the Buffalo Creek watershed 
In hopes of reviving a Joint effort toward 
flood control within the watershed. 


Trustee William tlcin asked that copies 


be sent to the upstream communities as 
proof that Wheeling, a downstream com- 
munity. Is doing something to help alle- 
viate Its own flooding problems. 


Representatives of flvo communities 


within the Buffalo Creek watershed met 
several times In late 1072 to discuss 
flooding problems. While the steering 
committee endorsed the voluntary adop- 
tion of flood control and drainage ordi- 
nances, several communities said they 
did not want to enact flood control mea- 
sures until the downstream communities 
showed they were taking steps to help 
themselves. 


Hcln said the new comprehensive flood 


plain ordinance demonstrates Wheeling's 
efforts to solve Its own flooding prob- 
lems. 


CONSULTING engineer William Und- 


Icy said the Wheeling ordinance will not 
be of (treat help to the local community, 
but will greatly reduce flooding down- 
stream. He, therefore, recommended 
that Wheeling officials campaign for the 
adoption of similar ordinances upstream, 
which would benefit the Wheeling com- 
munity. 


Llndlcy said the ordinance requires 


most developers to retain some stormwa- 
tcr on their property, thus decreasing tho 
amount of stormwatcr immediately re- 


leased Into the drainage system. He said 
that if the upstream communities adopt 
similar ordinances, less water will be 
channeled downstream during heavy 
rains, and drainage channels will be less 
likely to overflow. 


The communities involved In past flood 


control discussions include Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Long Grove, Klldccr and 
Lake Zurich. 


Hcln said he hopes to call a meeting of 


these communities shortly to explain 
Wheeling's new stormwater ordinance. 


ACCORDING TO the new ordinance, 


all Industrial and commercial devel- 
opments and all residential developments 
larger than three acres will be required 
to provide retention facilities. For small- 
er projects, retention can be built Into 
parking lot or rooftop design, while larg- 
er projects will have to build retention 
basins. 


Such facilities will be designed to ac- 


commodate the runoff from a 100-year- 
storm, with water shortage lasting not 
more than 72 hours. 


Those regulations are similar, but 


more stringent than the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSD) requirements. 
Currently the MSD requires retention on 
Industrial and commercial developments 
larger than five acres and residential de- 
velopments larger than 10 acres. 


In addition, the ordinance requires that 


projects be designed with an emergency 
by-pass channel that will keep the over- 
land flow of water away from homes and 
other buildings. Llndlcy said-this is ba- 
sed on the Idea that It is better to flood 
undeveloped areas than people's base- 
ments. 


Erosion and silt control standards also 


arc written Into tho ordinance, along 
with encouraging ground water recharge 
in the design of projects. 


Hcln said he has not yet set a date for 


the meeting, but expects to meet within 
the next month. "I think what we are 
going to do is let everybody digest It a 
little bit," he aid, noting that the meeting 
will depend on when the copies are sent 
out.

Long prison 
term possible 
in arson case 


The two Wheeling youths charged with 


arson in Saturday's $350,000 firebombing 
of the Wheeling High School library 
could be sentenced, if found guilty to at 
least one year in prison. 


Wheeling Police Lt. Thomas Conte said 


Thursday the state statutes specify a 
prison sentence from one year to an in- 
determinate length of time decided by 
the judge. The youths, Erwin J. Ko- 
pecky, 18, of 912 Wilshire Dr., and James 
Serowka, 18, of 287 E. Norman Ln., are 
scheduled for a June 28 preliminary 
hearing in the Arlington Heights branch 
of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Conte said the police still do not have: a 


motive for the crime, which damaged the 
school's library. He also repeated Hs 
earlier statement that more arrests are 
not expected at this point. 


KOPECKY, a junior at the high school, 


and Serowka, a former student at the 
school, were arrested Tuesday morning. 
Police said they have "physical evi- 
dence" linking the pair to the crime. • 


A disorderly conduct charge against 


Kopecky, to be heard In court June 25, 
probably will be combined with the arson 
charge and be heard June 28, Conte said. 
The disorderly conduct charge came 
from a partial mass arrest made by po- 
lice in the unruly crowd at the fire scene. 
Three others were arrested at that time 
and a fourth, later at the police station."

Prospect tits, teachers reject contract offer 


Teachers in Elementary School Dlst. 23 


have voted unanimously to reject a pro- 
posed 197-1-75 contract offer from the 
board of education. • 


The decision came in a secret ballot 


Wednesday, which included voting mem- 
bers of the Prospect Heights Education 
Assn. and lechers who are not in the 
PHEA. 


Ken Bates, PHEA president and a 


teacher at MacArthur Junior High 
School, said Thursday the teachers were 
willing to accept the board's monetary 
and procedural package but refused to 
agree to a three-year contract, as pro- 
posed by the board. 


The board said the package, which 


called for a three-year procedural agree- 
ment with salaries to be renegotiated an- 
nually, was a total offer which had to be 
accepted in total. 


The board offer included a total mone- 


tary package which would cost the dis- 
trict an additional $106,500 for salaries, 
including provisions for .increments and 
pay Increases. Although the PHEA had 


sought a total monetary package of 
$123,000, Bates said the teachers were 
willing to accept the board offer. 


THE TEACHERS' decision continues 


the deadlock in negotiations 
which 


reached impasse two weeks ago. Meet- 
ings during the past two weeks to try to 
end the impasse have proven fruitless 
and any further bargaining will proceed 
only In the presence of an outside arbi- 
trator.

In the procedure for negotiations, any- 
thing which was tentatively agreed to be- 
fore the current state of impasse is void 
and theoretically all matters are once 
again open to negotiation. 


BOTH SIDES ALSO technically revert 


back to their original offers and demands 
rather than the above stated compromise 
figures. The board's original monetary 
offer was for a total package of $76,500 
while the PHEA sought a total package 
amounting to $194,000. 


Bates said it will probably be another 


two to three weeks before any action is 
taken to choose a mediator or to set up 
arbitration talks. 


The teachers' 1973-74 contract expires 


this month. Contract talks for a 1974-75 
package began in February.

That 'fog' on your street is to keep skeeters away...

Rising temperatures will bring an end to the Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosqultos by next week. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, said a census of area breeding spots 
found an Increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosqultos In any great number, although 
there have been some isolated areas with infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gavo credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the insects under control. 


However, ho warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with it Increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs arc now using the district and Us 


Insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with Iho Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, tho village spent $5,000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sewers. The cost this year Is 
expected to reflect the general inflationary trend of the econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Schaumburg, tho other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined tho district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block tho district's spraying of Malathlon as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. The two towns based their 
antl-Malathlon stand on tho advice of environmentalists who 
argued tho poison was harmful to humans and small animals. 


Village Pros. Wendell Jones, of Palatine, was elected on a 


platform that included a return of the spraying to rid the 
town of mosqultos. The previous administration opposed tho 
spraying. 


Schaumburg officials now concede they may have been too 


hasty In barring the Malathlon spraying. The bclicvo they 
were pressed into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists. 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumburg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA is divided Into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


While the district carries the active fight against the in- 


sects, the individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible. 


Tho ponds and pools arc perfect breeding spots due to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex- 
pected mosqultos are five to seven days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae are eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs, 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot spell. 
, 


Tho district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


. lotion before the Insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged pests. The Mala- 
thion Is brought Into the picture to kill the adult insects that 
escape the mineral oil.

Adlai to unveil 
new anti-noise 
plan for O'Hare 


A new anti-noise program proposal for 


aircraft nt O'Hure Airport will bo an- 
nounced today by U. S. Sen, Adlul Ste- 
venson, D-I11. 


Stevenson has reportedly organized the 


proposed program with the approval of 
the Air Line Pilots Assn. (ALPA) nml, 
representatives of the National Organiza- 
tion to Insure a Sound-controlled Envi- 
ronment (NOISE). 


The groups apparently agree on about 


five major nolao abatement steps that 
they will ask tho Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration to employ at O'Hare. Most 
of the proposed measures deal with qui- 
eter takeoff and landing procedures that 
pilots feel are safe. 


STEVENSON IS expected to discuss 


s u c h procedures as reduced-power 
takcoffs, whereby planes climb rapidly 
to 1,500 feet and then reduce power to cut 
down noise. 


Other suggested steps may include 


raising the landing glide slope intercept 
point from the present 1,600 feet to 3,000 
feet, which will keep jets higher until 
they are closer to the airport; and ban- 
ning tokeoffs from runway intersections, 
which would require all planes to begin 
their takeoffs from the extreme ends of 
the runways. This allows planes to climb

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higher by the time they cross airport 
boundaries. 


Stevenson may suggest some control

Tho FAA had considered a form of this 
Hystem In Minneapolis, but an FAA 
spokesman told Tho Herald that proce- 
dure has sinco been turned down for 
safety reasons.

bo among Stevenson's suggestions, ac- 
cording to ALPA, because Uw pilots still • 
arc not convinced It is safe. Tests of the 
procedure on various aircraft are cur- 
rently going on. 


Appearing with Stevenson today will be 


Lloyd Hlnton, executive director of 
NOISE, and Capt. Robert Rockwell and 
Capt. Jerry Frederick of ALPA. Tho 
press conference is in a United Air Lines 
room at O'Hare. 


NOISE members have repeatedly ac- 


cused the FAA of footdraggtag in under- 
taking mandatory noise abatement rules 
at O'Haro and other airports, and have 
appeared before hearings of the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, which 
is studying the options before making its 
own suggestions to the FAA.

board approves his 
recommendations, 


tickets will cost 50 cents apiece and the 
first drawing will be held Thursday, Aug. 
8, with subsequent drawings on Thursday 
each week. 


Allphln told a news conference weekly 


prize money amounts have not yet been 
determined, but he will recommend 
there be a $1 million winner about every 
five weeks. 


The state hopes to sell six million tick- 


ets a week at a profit of $60 million an- 
nually for state coffers. 


Allphln said tickets will eventually be 


sold at 10,000 outlets in Illinois. He said 
Jewel was chosen as the first distributor 


because It made early application and 
has a large number of stores. 


JEWEL PRESIDENT Harry G. Beck- 


ner said the tickets will be sold at service 
counters in Jewel food stores, Oaco 
drugs, and Eisner and Turnstyle stores, 
all owned by Jewel. 


All other major food store chains also 


have made application to sell the tickets, 
Allphin said, and he expects most food 
stores to eventually carry the tickets. 


"Illinois anticipates adopting rules 


similar to lotteries conducted in other 
states," he said, "in which an agent re- 
ceives 5 per cent of the price of every 
ticket sold by him, and a bonus for every 
ticket he sells that wins over J5.000."

sell the tickets may apply at Illinois Rev- 
enue Department offices In Chicago, Lin- 
coln wood, Wheaton, Rockford, Rock Is- 
land, Pekln, Champaign, East St. Louis, 
Marion and Springfield.

Egypt's Sadat to visit U.S. 
More millions hail Nixon

ALEXANDRIA. Egypt (UPI) - Pros!- 


dent Nixon, almost dozed by the out- 
pouring of cheering millions, capped a 
second triumphant dny In Egypt Thurs- 
day with an all-Amcrlcnn state dinner 
for his host, and an announcement that 
President Anwar Sadat would visit the 
United States later this year. 


In nn altcr-dlnncr toast at the ancient 


palace of Has El Tin, Nixon promised to 
do his best to see that Americans demon- 
strated the same affection as shown him 
by the Egyptians. 


Sadat praised Nixon his "courage 


. . and universally acknowledge reputa- 
tion as a statesman," and said, "Until 
we meet again, I ask you to take with 
you to the American people our apprecia- 
tion nnd our warm and friendly feel- 
ings." 


The long day began with a 130-mile 


train ride from Cairo to the city of Alex- 
ander the Great. Moving so slowly across 
the Mb delta that a camel would hnvc 
scorned the pace, Nixon and Sadat stood 
on the observation platform on the third 
of 13 cars, waving and smiling and ges- 
turing to the countless thousands of 


Arabs who had left their homes and 
farms to pay homage to the two presi- 
dents. 


At 
times Nixon seemed 
almost 


stunned, his head turning from side to 
side In amazement as the crowds con- 
tinued to grow. Egyptian security offi- 
cials estimated a turnout of 3.5 million 
people along the route and In the streets 
of Alexandria. 


"It's unbelievable," press secretary 


Ronald L. Zlcglcr sold. "My God, it's 
really unbelievable." 


At Alexandria, Secretary of State Hen- 


ry A. Kissinger got his own separate 
cheer from the crowd which remem- 
bered him from his efforts to disengage 
Israel and Arab armies.

Personal considerations also helped 


create a new climate. President Sadat 
and Kissinger hit it off right from the 
start and Sadat felt, as he said later, that 
Kissinger — meaning Washington — was 
to be trusted. 


Another factor In the change is Egypt's 


firm belief that the U.S., by virtue of Its 
great influence over Israel, was the one 
and only key to a solution of the Israeli 
conflict.1

rillas attacked the northern Israeli vil- 
lage of Shamir Thursday in what a Pa- 
lestinian spokesman said was a protest 
against President Nixon's Middle East 
visit and his efforts "to beautify the ugly 
American face." 


Three women, 'including an IB-year-old 


volunteer worker from New Zealand, 
were killed before the guerrillas were 
gunned down by settlers who rushed out 
from the settlement dining hall with ma- 
chine guns. One Israeli was wounded. 


Three hours after the Shamir attack 


began, the military command In Tel Aviv 
reported artillery fire from Lebanese ter- 
ritory toward Israeli positions at Har 
Dov, but said no casualties were report- 
ed. It was the first report of shooting 
from Lebanese territory since the Is- 


settlement near the Lebanese border to 
Nixon's forthcoming visit and warned 
other guerrillas may launch further as- 
saults In the next several days. Nixon is 
to arrive in Israel Sunday. 


A spokesman for the guerrilla organi- 


zation, Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine-General Command, said: 


"The Shamir operation expresses the

Debt limit-tax cut package moves

The Senate Finance Committee voted 


Thursday to raise the national debt cell- 
ing to another record high, while at the 
same time opening a drive to cut taxes 
and plug tax loopholes. 


Working behind closed doors, the com- 


mittee approved legislation to increase 
the debt ceiling from $475.7 billion to $495 
billion. 


Congress has until the end of next 


month to approve the Increase, or I ho 
celling will revert to its so-called "per- 
manent" level of $400 billion, which econ- 
omists say will create havoc with the gov- 
crnmcnt's finances. 


Tacked to the bill — which is to go to 


the Senate floor early next week — was 
a move to pass what has been billed as a 
package of "anti-recession" tax cuts and 


tax reforms. 


The package, to be brought up In sepa- 


rate sections, would provide tax relief of 
about $6.5 billion, to be partially offset 
by new revenues of some $4 billion. 


The main thrust of the tax cut would 


be in raising the personal exemption 
from $750 to $825, with an optional tax 
credit of $190 in lieu of the higher ex- 
emption. 


Kissinger, wiretaps supported in Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With a major- 


ity of the Senate expressing confidence In 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
integrity, congressional leaders declared 
Thursday that government wiretapping 
is justified and legal when done to pro- 
tect national security. 


A majority of 51 senators signed a res- 


olution Introduced Wednesday by Sen. 
James B. Allen, D-Ala., colling Kissin- 
ger's Integrity, and veracity "above re- 
proach."

investigation of allegations that Kissin- 
ger Initiated wiretaps on 13 former aides

conference Tuesday in Salzburg, Austria, 
to resign unless "some responsible fo- 
rum" cleared him of allegations that he 
lied about his role in the White House 
surveillance efforts. 


Senate Democratic leader Mike Mans- 


field, one of those who signed the resolu-' 


tion of support, said he had "every con- 
fidence" In Kissinger and believed the 
controversy swirling about the secre- 
tary was more "damaging in his own 
mind that It Is in reality." 


Mansfield, asked about the news leaks 


on wiretapping, said he believed wire- 
taps "might be necessary for the protec- 
tion and security of the nation" In cer- 
tain instances. 


Republican leader Hugh Scott agreed, 


saying that "the assumption that wire- 
tapping is totally illegal runs up against 
the other situation — how do you protect 
national security?"

First phase of $700,000 plan 
Parks' package 
ready for bidding 


The first phase of the Wheeling Park 


District's $700,000 park improvements 
referendum package Is now ready for 
bid, with contracts scheduled to be 
awarded July 3. 


The work consists primarily of paving 


projects, which Include the Installation of 
tennis courts at Heritage and Husky 
parks, basketball courts at both parks, 
and walkways at Chamber of Commerce, 
Husky and Northside parks. 


In addition the park district plans to 


pave a new parking lot at Heritage Park 
while upgrading existing parking facil- 
ities. 


THE PARK DISTRICT is hoping to 


have the paving work completed during 
the summer so that the tennis and bas- 
ketball facilities will be available for 
public use this year. Other referendum 
work, such as the installation of play- 
ground equipment, lighting and land- 
scaping, will be handled in a separate 
contract to be let later this year. 


The paving work is the first major por- 


tion of the park referendum program to 
be approved by the park board. The park 
board previously opened bids for the re- 
modeling of the Heritage Park recrea- 
tion building, but decided that the work 
would be too expensive. 


Board members are now investigating 


methods of having the work done by 
small contractors, with the park board 


Toivnship to launch senior-citizens plan 


W h e e l i n g Township officials have 


launched a senior citizens program that 
will carry out locally the functions sim- 
ilar to those of tho Illinois Department 
on Aging. 


The first project will be to provide a 


"clearing house" of Information and re- 
ferral services for persons 60 years or 
older living in Wheeling Township. 


The Department of Aging, formed last 


year, will net directly provide funds for 
the program, according to township offi- 
cials. The township will use its own funds 
and may use revenue sharing money. 


THE TOWNSHIP has hired n director 


of social services, Jane Klatt, to oversee 
the local program and the township's 
general assistance program. The new di- 
rector will bo paid $12,000 a year. 


Mrs. Klatt will work with Mary Young, 


a retired social worker who, will be con- 
sultant to the program on' a part-time 


"We will be working with municipal- 


ities who already have programs for the 
elderly so we do not duplicate services," 
Mn. Khi't said. 


THE GOAL OF the first senior citizens 


project Is to provide information and re- 
ferral services. The services and needs 
that senior citizens telephone for will de- 


termine the future programs for the 
township to undertake, Mrs. Klatt said. 


Cards and brochures describing town- 


ship services are being planned and will 
be circulated to the public, in July. 


Mrs. Klatt also will be working on a 


comprehensive booklet that will contain 
all the services and facilities in Wheeling 
Township for the elderly. 


A preliminary survey revealed that se- 


nior citizens were concerned with trans- 
portation, finances and housing. "Most of 
the calls I've had were about social se- 
curity and medicare," Mrs. Klatt said. 


THE TOWNSHIP has allocated $50,000 


of revenue sharing money to be spent on 
social services for the poor and aged. But 
because the township has filed a declara- 
tory judgment suit on revenue shar- 
ing guidelines, the money will be tied up 
until the suit Is answered. 


Township use of revenue sharing mon- 


ey has been challenged ,and officials are 
awaiting legal Interpretation of what 
areas federal monies could be used. 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 


Kolcrus said the township could secure 
funds by incorporating a not-for-profit or- 
g a n i z a t l o n for senior citizens.

selor, said 45 per cent of the graduating 
seniors this year and last year said they 
plan to attend college, a decrease from 
65 per cent In 1972. 


MISS BERGLAND believes the drop Is 


caused by increased college costs and 
changes In the standard of eligibility for 
financial aid. Most of the students at Co- 
nant fall in the middle-income category, 
she said. With the lower eligibility stan- 
dard many of them can no longer obtain 
financial aid yet their families aren't 
wealthy enough to send them to college 
without it. 


Elk Grove High School and Forest 


View High School both report a slight de- 
crease in tho college-bound rate this year 
while Rolling Meadows High School re- 
ports a slight increase. 


About 71 per cent of tho seniors at For- 


est View plan to go to college with half of 
them going to Harper College in Pala- 
tine. An additional 4 per cent will go on 
to nursing school and 5 per cent will go 
to trade schools. 


About 60 per cent of the seniors at Elk 


Grove will go to college while an addi- 
tional two per cent enter nursing and 3 
per cent enter a trade or business school. 
About 55 per cent of the seniors at Roll- 
ing Meadows plan to go to college next 
year. 


OTHER SCHOOLS report little change 


in tho rate of students going to college. 
At Prospect High School 76.6 per cent of 


the seniors will go on to a four-year or 
two-year college. At other schools the 
pcrccntgacs ore: 65 per cent at Wheeling 
High School; 75 per cent at Arlington 
High School; 57 per cent at Fremd High 
School; 66 per cent at Maine East High 
School; 60 per cent at Maine North High 
School, and 57 per cent at Maine West 
High School. Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Horsey high schools havo not yet com- 
piled data for their seniors. 


The U n i v e r s i t y of Illinois in 


Champaign was chosen most often by se- 
niors at Conant, Forest View, Arlington, 
Prospect, Wheeling, Maine East, Maine 
North'and Maine West High-Schools. Illi- 
nois State Unlverity in Normal is the fa- 
vorite of students at Rolling Meadows 
High School. 


rn all the schools surveyed the major- 


ity of college-bound students will enter a 
state school. A large percentage some- 
times almost half of the students say 
they will go to a community college. 


In addition to data on the rate of stu- 


dents going to college and college prefer- 
ence, Maine Township High School Dlst. 
207 also asks its seniors what careers 
they are planning to prepare for in col- 
lege. Of the 1,106 college bound students 
who answered the district questionnaire, 
75 plan to be teachers; 70 chose medi- 
cine; 49, business administration; 4B en- 
gineering; 42 law; 32. accounting, and 30 
art.

Arc vitamin overdpses harmful? 


Regarding your column staling vita- 


min* can be harmful, can yon be more 
specific? Oranleil. vitamin.* In large 
quantities are dangerous, but what Is 
large? Is II possible to specify relevant 
safe ranges for normal henlth condi- 
tion!!? 


The range of safety between what you 


need for good health and the amount that 
will cause medical problems is fairly 
wide for all vitamins. Anyone who limits 
his Intake to less than throe or four times 
t h e 
recommended 
daily 
allowance 


(ROA), which is usually listed on vita- 
min bottles, will not have any serious 
risk of ovcrdosagc. I sec no reason, 
though, for normal people to be taking 
more than twice the RDA amount. The 
Food and Drug Administration has re- 
quested that new vitamin preparations 
contain no more than Hi times the RDA 
amount. 


The big dangers arc commonly vita- 


min A and D. Anyone taking more than 
23.000 units of vitamin A a day regularly 
may develop vitamin A toxiclty. There is 
no reliable evidence that giving more 
than 23.000 units a day for any reason, 
Including medical 
problems, accom- 


plishes anything moro or faster. The 
ROA for vitamin A Is S.OOO I.U. (Inter- 
national units) for men and 4.000 I.U. for 
women, using the 1073 values just re- 
leased. 


Vitamin D's safely margin Is less well 


defined. Growth retardation in children 
hn.« been reported with doses as low as 
l.BOO I.U. a day. You don't need more 
than 400 units a day. So, If your total 
consumption of vitamin D from pills, for- 
tified milk, and other food products Is 
leu than four times that amount (1,600 
I.U.) a day. you arc not likely to have a 
problem. 


VITAMIN E, even In very large doses 


tested to date, lias not been shown to be 
toxic. Excess amounts arc often not even 
absorbed rom the digestive tract. The ex- 
cess passes out with the undigested food 
residue. 


Excess vitamin C is usually eliminated 


In the urine and will not harm most 
healthy people. In large doses It will af- 
fect some people with sensitive Intestinal 
tracts, causing diarrhea. 


Why am I not more specific? Because 


the amount varies according to how sen- 
sitive a person is. Most people, but not 
all, with sensitive digestive tracts can 
tolerate 1,000 milligrams a day. The new 
RDA value is only 45 milligrams. To get 
1,000 
milligrams of vitamin C from cat- 


Ing normal foods you would have to cat 
about 16 oranges a day if that was the 
only source of vitamin C. I suspect 16 
oranges would give a lot of people 
diarrhea. 


THE REST OP THE vitamins arc not 


really likely to cause anyone a problem 
If one doesn't Insist on taking amounts 
over four limes the RDA value. Fortu- 
nately all the vitamin B group arc water 
soluble and the excess amounts arc eas- 
ily eliminated, usually In the urine. 


Now. 
some doctors do use much larger 


doses than four times the RDA amount, 
but this is in a medical treatment area 
called mcgavitamin therapy. It is still 
experimental, and the results are ques- 
tionable. There arc enthusiasts for their 
use in psychiatric problems, but many 
reputable scientists dispute their value in 
such cases.

Marijuana law allows 
leniency for mere users 


Marijuana may be dangerous to your 


health — If you get caught with it. 


Even though Illinois laws covering the 


killer weed were liberalized twice In re- 
cent years — August, 1971 and January, 
1973 —.criminal penalties still exist for 
possession, use or distribution of the Ille- 
gal herb. 


There is one small consolation to pot 


smokers, however. The Cannabls Control 
Act provides "wide latitude In the sen- 
tencing discretion of the courts and es- 
tablishes penalties in a sharply rising 
progression based on the amount of sub- 
stances containing'cannabls involved In 
each case." In other words, small-time 
users often get away with a wrist slap 
from the judge. 


THE ACT STATES, '|It Is unlawful for 


any person to possess cannabls." A per- 
son convicted'of possession of less than 
2.5 grams of any substance containing 
cannabis is guilty of a misdemeanor and 
Imprisonment for not more than 30 days. 
Anyone 'convicted of possession of more 
than 2.5 grams, but less than 10 grams, 
Is guilty of a misdemeanor and can be 
imprisoned for not more than six 
months. 


Possession of 10 to 30 grams of can- 


nabis is considered a misdemeanor but 
can lead to imprisonment on the first 
conviction of up to one year and in sub- 
sequent convictions is considered a fel- 
ony with imprisonment from one to three 
years. 


Possession of more than 30 but not 


more than 500 grams of cannabis is pun- 
ishable as a felony and Imprisonment of 
one- to three years, with repetition of 
such a conviction again, a felony with 
Imprisonment of from one to ten years. 


A person convicted of possession of 


moro than 500 grams of cannabls is guil- 
ty of a felony which carries a one-to 10- 
year prison sentence for each conviction. 


ANYONE WHO delivers or manufac- 


tures cannabis is subject to slightly stlf- 
fer penalties, which .increase as the 
amount of cannabis involved increases. 


Any person 18 years old or older who 


delivers cannabis to a person under 18 
who is at least three years younger than 
himself is subject to a prison sentence of 
up to twice the maximum otherwise de- 
livered. 


The Cannabls Act also stipulates penal- 


ties for growing the herb, or for con- 
spiring to possess, manufacture or deliv- 
er it. 


The act covers marijuana and all its 


derivatives — including hashish, hash oil 
and kief.

New drug law 
seeks to slow 
rising abuse 


The Controlled Substances Act was 


adopted when members of the Illinois 
General Assembly recognized the rising 
Incidence among the public in the abuse 
of drugs and other dangerous substances. 


The act is aimed at controlling drugs 


and establishes penalties for abuse. As in 
the Cannabls (marijuana) Control Act, it 
was not the Intent of the General Assem- 
bly to treat the unlawful user or occa- 
sional petty distributor with the same 
severity as the large-scale, unlawful 
traffickers. Regulations for writing pre- 
scriptions and for use of drugs in medi- 
cine are described. 


The term "controlled substance" in- 


cludes numerous drugs, the most com- 
mon of which are heroin, codeine, mor- 
phine, opium, opium poppy and poppy 
straw, amphetemines, LSD, phenobarbit- 
al, barbital and chloral hydrate. 


Penalties for violation of the act are 


severe and include: 


• Conviction as a felony and imprison- 


ment for not less than four years nor 
more than life and a fine of not more 
than $200,000 for persons manufacturing, 
delivering or possessing 30 grams or 
more of heroin, lysergic acid diethyla- 
mide (LSD), cocaine, and morphine; 
1,000 grams or more of peyotes; 200 
grams or more of a derivative of barbi- 
turic acid or any of the salts of a deriva- 
tive of this substance; 200 grams or 
more of amphetamine or methampheta- 
mlne or Its derivatives. 


• Anyone convicted of participating in 


a calculated criminal drug conspiracy is 
guilty of a felony and subject to impris- 
onment for four years to life and a fine 
of not more than $200,000.

SUGAR: A bill to extend for five years the federal program 


of price supports and import quotas for the benefit of domes- 
tic sugar producers, defeated 209-175. 


In rejecting the bill, the House voted to kill the 40-year-old 


program. The Senate could attempt to revive it. 


The subsidies have encouraged domestic production and 


have been paid for by taxes on imported sugar. About 50 per 
cent of the nation's sugar needs come from foreign sources. 


Supporters argued that without price supports domestic 


producers would turn from sugar to more profitable crops, 
thus forcing more dependence on imported sugar. Opponents 
argued that the program creates artifically high prices for 
sugar.

tion of the total — but not itemized — Central Intelligence 
Agency budget, defeated 55-33.

At present, a congressional oversight 
committee can learn how much the CIA spends, but it cannot 
make the information public.

year. Opponents argued that it 
would save the average taxpayer 
. only $3.30 a year. 


The same committee which re- 


jected Walker's plan, however, ap- 
proved a measure by House Speak- 
er W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, 
to eliminate the 2 per cent utility 
tax for residential users. 


Blair say his scheme would cost 


$45 million in lost revenue, and 
would save the average family ap- 
proximately $14.70. 


At the same time, the legislature 


has been busily going about raising 
the expenditures recommended by 
Gov. Walker. Sta.te Comptroller 
George W. Llndberg continues to 
warn that the governor's budget 
underestimates demands for public 
aid funds by $100 million. And 
Walker wants to freeze the amount 
of state income tax wiich will be 
returned to local governments, 
which opponents say would neces- 
sitate increased local taxes. 


In the face of all that, we repeat 


that there is no justification for Illi- 
nois legislators to flimflam the vot- 
ers with any ill-conceived and in- 
effectual "tax relief" program. 


Election year or not, we believe 


the voters will be grateful if the 
legislature can simply approve a 
budget which will not result in 
added taxes a little later on.

Despite the well-publicized hail-fellow- 


well-met relationship between Soviet par- 
ty leader Leonid I. Brezhnev and Presi- 
dent Nixon, tho President may well find 
himself on the defensive when he visits 
Moscow later this month. 


First, tho President and his secretary 


of state, Henry A. Kissinger, have not 
been able to obtain from a recalcitrant 
U.S. Congress tho favored-nations treat- 
ment 'for Russia, a key to both sides' 
hope for a vastly expanded trade be- 
tween tho two nations. 


Second, Kissinger's recent diplomatic 


successes in the Middle East have placed 
tho United States in the ascendancy 
there and made it very much a rival to 
the Soviets in that oil-rich and important 
land brldgo between Europe and Asia.

tige on improved relations with the West

Despite disappointment in the field of

equalizer, a demon that reportedly is de- 
signed to equalize assessment practices 
throughout the state. The culprit is the 
Department of Local Government Af- 
fairs, which, for the first time in years, 
proposed a reduction in the county equal- 
izer. 


The announcement that the equalizer 


would drop from 1.59 to 1.48 sent most 
school districts on the warpath because 
nothing excites public officials more 
than a reduction in their tax allotment. 


At a public hearing about the equal- 


izer, the first in Illinois history, school 
officials estimated that revenue loses if 
the equalizer dropped would be more 
than $50 million. The protest was loud 
enough to agitate the lobbyists in Spring- 
field. 


Last week State Rep. Joseph R. Lundy, 


D-Evanston, and State Rep. Arthur L. 
Bcrman, D-Chicago, jumped to the res- 
cue of the protesters with House Bill 
2868. The bill would require calculation 
of an equalizer in each county quadrant. 


The theory is great. But the last-min- 


ute legislation will cause as many prob- 
lems as it solves and could pile delay 
upon delay in preparation of second-in- 
stallment tax bills. 


Without the equalizer, County Clerk 


Stanley Kusper cannot compute tax 
rales. Without the tax rates, County 
Treasurer Bernard Korzen cannot pre^ 
pare and mail county tax bills. 


The Department of Local Government 


Affairs has decided to wait and watch 
HB 2868 before certifying a county multi- 
plier. Passage of the bill could require 
gathering of increased assessment data 
and recomputation of equalizer figures. 


The legislature could dicker for two 


more weeks before deciding the fate of 
HB 2868. The governor could veto the 
bill. Lundy reportedly is hesitating to 
call for a House vote, despite pressure 
from education lobbyists, because the 
bill won half-hearted committee endorse- 
ment in a 12 to 10 vote. 


The message in this case is simple. 


More coordination between, state, local 
and county tax officials Is necessary to 
eliminate last-minute crisis in the tight- 
ly-scheduled tax billing process.

Public may pay utilities' 'donations'

Legislation to permit public utilities to 


use operating funds — money collected 
from their customers — for charitable 
and political contributions has been ap- 
proved by a committee of the Illinois 
House of Representatives. 


If approved, tho legislation would over- 


ride an Illinois Supremo Court decision 
directing that such contributions must 
come from utility profits, rather than 
customer bills. 


The bill also would allow operating 


funds to bo used to pay dues for utility 
company employes In social and athletic 
clubs, and for educational purposes. 


The bill was sent to tho House floor 


Thursday without a dissenting vote fol- 
lowing a hearing by tho Public Utilities 
Committee, 10 members of which are co- 
sponsors of the bill. 


One of tho sponsors is Rep. John Fried-

land, R-Soulh Elgin, who voted for the 
bill in committee. 


ONLY ONE MEMBER of tho com- 


mittee, Rep. Lewis Cnldwell, D-Chlcago, 
withheld a vote from the bill. Caldwell 
voted "present" in protest, he said, of 
the "cut and dried" manner In which the 
bill was presented and approved. He said 
he will oppose it vigorously on the floor 
of the House. 


Opposition to tho bill also is being mar- 


shalled by the Citizens Action Program 
and the Independent Voters of Illinois, 
which brought the suit leading to the 
court decision. 


Klrsten L. Svare, executive director of 


the M, said the legislature is being 
"duped" and said taking charitable and 
political contributions from operating ex- 
penses Is "forcing the customer to pay, 
dollar-for-dollar," for these contributions 
rather than taking them out of profits, as 
corporations must do." 


Betty Spence committee

Pawn: the chessboard 'Cinderella? 


The pawn Is the Cinderella of chess. 


Either "slio" escapes her drudge's exis- 
tence and her ugly sisters to become a 
princess or, If not guided by sufficient 
cleverness and luck, she remains a 
pumpkin. 


The "permanent" pumpkin of chess Is 


the rook pawn. And many n potential 
princess finds her hopes smashed when 
she Is transferred to the rook file by 
some unexpected trickery. 


The often sickening worthlessncss of a 


rook pawn Is a too-frequent surprise to 
the inexperienced player who has staked 
his winning chances on queening that 
very creature of contempt. 


The most basic and well-known ex- 


ample Is the K and RP vs. K situation, 
as given on the left side of Diagram 1. 
There is no

way the white pawn may be forced 
"home" and queened as the black king 
cannot be driven away from the corner. 


But even the other pawns (NP, DP, 


KP, QP) only win on certain occasions. 
For example the NP and K vs. K will 
only draw, If the white king has not been 
able to get in front of its pawn (as seen 
on the right of Diagram 1). (Those of our 
readers unfamiliar with this basic cnd- 
gnmc should work out the above position 
and discover how black can force a stale- 
mnte by accurately timed king moves.) 


With these two pitfalls In mind, let's 


sec If we can find a win for white In the 
following very "simple" position, given 
in our second diagram. We must be 
alert, for here black has several

opportunities to become a pumpkin-ca- 
ter: if white does not play with great 
cleverness. 


For example: if white, with the simple 


notion of winning the black pawn and 
promcting his own. takes the "shortest" 
route to the capture with 1. K-D3?, black 
may play I ... 
P-I18! and draw, for 


white must reach cither of the two non- 
winning situations shown above. He may 
play 2. PxP and bo stuck with the dis- 
gusting rook pawn, or if he avoids the 
exchange with 2. P-N4, the block king 
will hurry over to prevent the white king 
from preempting the squares in front of 
the pawn. After 1. K-B3, P-R6; 2. P-N4, 
K-K4; 3. K-N3, K-Q4; -I. KxP. K-B3; 5. 
K-IU. K-N.1. as shown in Diagram 3, the 
game Is a draw.

No scries of articles on deception of 


declarers would bo complete without the 
Inclusion of a little gem played by Eng- 
land's Terence Hecsc. 


Reese ducked the first club. He didn't 


Ilka the lead and hoped that West would 
shift, but West continued (he suit which 
Reese won with the club ace. It Isn't 
hard to see the correct continuation by 
declarer. Ho must play two rounds of 
trumps nnd then lead diamonds. If the 
player with the high trump holds three 
or more, declarer will be able to discard 
his last club on the last diamond. You 
can also see that East holds three spades 
and two diamonds and that this play 
is not going to work. 


It worked for Terence. He played the 


ace and king of trumps and ran dia- 
monds but ho found a way to persuade 
East not to ruff the third one. 


It wasn't really difficult. He cashed his 


ace of diamonds; led a diamond to dum- 
my's king and continued with the jack. It 
appeared to East that West was holding 
the t)ucen so East discarded.

The Rev. Larry Cnrtford never wished 


for fame or fortune, but ho did harbor a 
secret desire to learn how to paint. 


Ho had always admired art and hoped 


to fill his home with handsome originals. 
Instead ho settled *for dime store prints 
which were much more reasonably 
priced. 


For years he thought about it and then 


ho began to talk about It. Two years ago 
ho was put on the line. 


A friend of Pastor Cartord gave him a 


net of walcrcolors, brushes and a stop- 
by-stop book to painting, "Ways with Wo- 
tercolor" by Ted Kautzky. .That's all... 
no guidance or private instruction. 


HUT THEN PASTOR Cnrtford wasn't 


interested in becoming artistically re- 
nowned. He only wanted to learn how to 
paint and fill up the white walls of his 
Arlington Heights home. 


Ho started out by reading, ex- 


perimenting and doing some of the sug- 
gested exercises. When ho needed added 
Incentive he simply turned to a book of 
paintings by Andrew Wycth. It worked. 


Originals, his own works, now line the 


dining room and living room walls of his 
trl-lcvcl home. More arc In tho making 


downstairs in the family room. When the 
mood strikes, Pastor Cartford spreads 
out his paints and paper on the red shag 
rug, assumes a comfortable sitting posi- 
tion and begins. Often the family cat 
joins him, preferring to lie down and 
purr in the middle of his painting.

While vacationing 
there, he sometimes gets on his bike and 
searches out other old homesteads. 


ADDITIONAL SEEMINGLY Isolated 


nature scenes are painted from a multi- 
tude of greeting cards, postcards and 
pictures torn from magazines that Pas- 
tor Cartford is always collecting for 
ideas and future reference. 


"I started out by doing watercolor 


scenes of the east coast," said Cartford, 
who lived for a time In New Jersey and 
moved to Arlington Heights in 1965. 
"They weren't me, however, so I gave 
them all away." 


The scenes he most often duplicates are 


•lonely and deserted but not to be consi- 
dered sad or tragic.

him from a professional artist. 


"I'm what you call a rugged artist. 


The hardest thing for me to learn is de- 
tailing, but that's what makes a finished 
picture." 


IN ADDITION, the Arlington Heights

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Napkin ring a keepsake 
from grandmother's day 


In most homes today, the paper napkin 


holder holds disposables, and linen nap- 
kins arc used only for more formal occa- 
sions, but such was not the case in our 
grandmother's day. Then, used napkins 
were carefully folded and rolled and held 
In place for the next meal In a stiver (or 
other material) ring. Thousands of styles 
were made In silver, pottery, gloss, wood 
or china. 


In the IBSKJa every member of the fami- 


ly had his own ring, sometimes marked 
with an Initial or monogram. Perhaps 
the holder was given for a birthday or 
Christmas gift, and In that case the date 
Is likely to be engraved. 


The first napkin ring patent was Issued 


In 1869, and In the catalog of the Mcrldcn 
Britannia Company of 1877 six pages 
were devoted to different types avail- 
able. One such page shows rings deco- 
rated with figurines of children, animals, 
cuplds. birds, and some were made Into 
multi-purpose ornaments combined with 
a flower vase, toothpick holder or other 
elaborate flights of fancy of the silver- 
smith. 


One ornate ring I have seen resembles 


a small Ferris wheel, and another has a

cart supporting the napkin, pulled by a 
goat. -Kate Grccnaway figures of boys 
and girls In Empire dress were popular 
and bring high prices today. (Some may 
run over a hundred dollars.) 


THE NAPKIN RINGS shown are from 


the collection of Mrs. Marilyn Loken of 
Arlington Heights, who finds these little 
works of art interesting and totally illus- 
trative of a particular period In our his- 
tory — late Victorian opulence when 
these little niceties were taken for grant- 
ed. 


Nowadays, the trend has been to have 


the simple rings cut and shaped into 
bracelets, especially .those which came a 
bit later, about 191*0, and arc usually 
plainer and narrower than the earlier 
kind. 


The rings may be miule of cither sll- 


vcrplatc or sterling, but the price of the 
sterling would of course be much higher, 
especially since this metal has risen in 
value so much recently. 


The two examples shown from Mrs. 


Lokcn's fine collection arc a boy and dog 
flgural and an ornate monogrammcd cyl- 
inder.

Bishop's 'Justice Under Fire' 
is a book without purpose 


"JUSTICE UNDER FIRE - 


A STUDY OF MILITARY I.AW" 


BY JOSEPH \V. BISHOP

"Justice Under Flro" seems to be nt 


best a book without a purpose. It Is nei- 
ther a definitive compendium of military 
law nor a critical slam-bang affair point- 
Ing out the flaws of the military justice 
system. 


The author, a law professor at Yale 


University, seems to have adopted a 
hopeless task for himself by trying to ex- 
plain the judicial and historical mys- 
teries behind the military legal system in 
a 300-page volume. 


In his Introduction, Bishop states ho is 


not a critic of the system and he trys to 
set out to explain the system without us- 
ing all the legal mumble-jumble so It can 
be explained by the layman. 


As often happens In this typo of effort, 


the author falls to hit (ho mark. 


BISHOP OFFERS little in the way of 


comment, analysis or criticism in the 
book. For Instance, ho covers .the topic of 
military hair-length regulations In a 
mere 42 lines and dismisses the topic 
with a curt, "as a matter of history there 
seems to be no correlation between short 
hair and military virtue." He chooses not 
to question whether there should bo some 
sense or reason attached to regulations. 


The author gives equally shallow treat- 


ment to the topics of Illegal search and 
seizure and a soldier's first amendment 
rights. 


It Is highly questionable whether any- 


one Interested in the military justice sys- 
tem really gets anything from this book. 
Bishop misses too much. 


UN-LESS HE PUT it in the chapter 


notes, Bishop has completely ignored the 
most abused section of the Uniform Coda 
of Military Justice — Article 13. This ar>

tide, known as "non-judicial" punish- 
ment, Is used by the armed services to 
cope with all the minor offciucs com- 
mitted by servicemen. 


It Is a catch-all article which sets a 


soldier's commander up as judge and 
jury for many offenses. While the article 
was designed to allow servicemen an al- 
ternate to the court martial, the military 
has been forced to use It as a remedy for 
such trivial matters as parking fines be- 
cause It has no other mechanism. 


If the only supporters of the military' 


justice system remain people like Bish- 
op, It seems a certainty that system will 
remain under fire.

Webb justified all my hopes by writing 


almost all the material for the first two 
Fifth Dimension albums (Including the 
song "Up, Up and Away"1) and single- 
handedly writing and arranging all of the 
first two Richard Harris' albums (in- 
cluding "MacArthur Park" and "Didn't 
We"). Consistently, Webb was slightly 
unconventional musically while being 
firmly rooted In tho romantic, lyrical 
ballad tradition. 


After two or three years of acclaim, 


things settled down a bit and Webb be- 
gan a solo career as a songwriter singing 
his own songs. In a couple of albums 
with Warner Bros./Reprise records, 
nothing -very distinguished emerged — 
very possibly because Webb's voice, 
unaccustomed to performing, was not 
that pleasing to hear. 


With the recent release of the album 


"Land's End" (Asylum records), I am 
happy to report that the frustration of 
tho last couple of years Is over. Webb is 
now a creditable singer and even demon- 
strates he can be a moving performer on 
occasion. Tho album has several good 
singles possibilities. 


"FEET IN THE Sunshine," where he 


equates the blues to sore feet, Is a funful 
rollick. The vocals are intricately weav- 
cd, and the presence of Susan Webb and 
Jonl Mitchell In the harmonies is a super 
bonus. The pair also help out on several 
of the other songs, Including tho slightly 
countrylsh "Ocean in His Eyes" and the

nightmarish "Crying in My Sleep." Each 
song tells of lovers parting in a mild 
stream-of-consdousness way. 


Webb's greatest vocal achievements 


are on the songs with "hard" vocals, a 
got-to-the-nltty-gritty rock-type approach. 
"Just This One Time" with its choral 
voices and concert music backing Js the 
finest example, although "Alyce Blue 
Gown" (which approaches hard rock in 
parts) is almost as good. The latter has a 
jazzy feel, much due to Tom Scott's sax 
playing. Scott, who has worked with Miss 
Mitchell, is one of several all-stars who 
contribute to the album. The others In- 
clude Ringo Starr, Elton John's backup 
band and the Londori'Philharmonic. 


The best imagery is found in the beau- 


tiful "Asleep on the Wind" where love 
can soar forever like "birds that never 
touch land" unless touched "by some- 
one's careless hand."

other follows studied engineering, busi- 
ness administration or co-educational 
relationships in college, Larry Bender 
concentrated on "farriery." No halls of 
Ivy for him, rather It was barns of 
manure. 


Instead of horsing around, he was be- 


ginning a career around horses. 


Farrier Bender is a horse shocr. Like 


the fabled artisan of the Old West, and a 
thousand Gunsmoko reruns, ho mokes 
his living as a kind of veterinarian po- 
diatrist. Though the "hoss" population In 
America isn't what It used to be, the ani- 
mals' feet are; most need hoofwork eight 
or nine times a year, and Bender Is one 
of several thousand men still capable of 
providing It 


For Bender, the work Is not exactly the 


same as yesteryear. He has no shop at 
the end of a dusty street, where good and 
bad guys barn their steeds. Like Mo- 
hammed, he goes to the mountain; his 
gear and equipment, Including forge and 
anvil, are carried in the back of an en- 
closed pickup truck. "I travel five, six 
days a week. Sometimes Into Ohio, some- 
times New Jersey, but mostly Pennsyl- 
vania. The horses don't come to me, I go 
to them." 


Apparently, there arc still plenty of 


horses to which to go. What with show 
horses, work horses, race horses and a 
steadily growing number of privately 
owned pet horses, the work prospects arc 
good. So good in fact that Bender can 
afford to be choosy. 


No farm nags for him, nor swaybacks 


ridden by ritzy kids in the suburbs: 
Bender works only on show mounts. 
Here, ho soys, the farrier's skill is ox- 
peclally Important. 


"Actually, what I do is help the animal 


perform better. I work with the trainers 
in figuring out exactly what kind of work 
the animals need. The size of the shoe, 
the weight of the shoe, the angle of the 
shoe — It all helps get the best from tho 
horse. A good shoeing can force the ani- 
mal to pick tip and roll the way ho 
should." 


Such deliberation and execution arc 


not apparent to the casual observer of 
Bender's work. Squatting low behind a 
steed, a foot folded across his lap, tho 
farrier seems merely to be cutting toe- 


nails. Contrary to popular thought, horse- 
shoes do not wear out easily, they last a 
year or more, and tho reason for regular 
footwork is that the animal's hooves 
grow. 


This growth must be trimmed, to keep 


the shoe tight and tho legs sturdy. Thus 
Bender appears simply to be removing 
the sh'e for a manicure. He clips the hoof 
with an instrument not unlike a giant 
cuticle instrument, packs the center of 
the hoof with greasy (protective) string, 
and then replaces the used footwear. 


To be sure, great skill is Involved. 


Bender uses degree measures, forges the 
horseshoes with unevenly distributed 
weight, even the trimming must be pre- 
cise and we'll planned. 


As a college student (there are several 


schools that have farrier courses today) 
he learned a little veterinary medicine, 
quite a lot of animal anatomy, and a 
smidgen of engineering. "When you think 
of It," says one of his customers, "he has 
a lot of responsibility. He works on 
horses worth $10,000 and more. A slip of 
tho hammer, or a misplaced nail, a quar- 
ter inch off, and it could be disaster. 
He's got to be good, very, very good." 


A number of modern farriers, report- 


edly, are not so good. Bender says he's 
seen "many animals butchered by ama- 
teurs." For himself, Bender, only 30, Is 
acquiring a growing reputation but ad- 
mits he's no{ yet a master. "The real 
good ones are in England. Tho best in

this country are probably, in Kentucky, 
working on the racing fams. When I can, 
I go to Kentucky just to watch the far- 
riers work. I never fail to learn some- 
thing." 


One thing he's learned is to chew to- 


bacco ("You can't smoke in the barn and 
you got to do something to get the 
manure taste out of your mouth"). An- 
other thing Is not to sell himself cheap; 
Bender gets $28 for a hoof job, about' 70 
minutes work — for show horses the 
price Includes filing down the five-Inch 
hooves to give them a bright yellow look. 


Finally he's learned to work cautious- 


ly. The rear end of a thousand pound 
horse Is not the safest place to be, par- 
ticularly when one Is pounding on the an- 
imal's foot. Farriers have been busted, 
broken, blinded, even killed by sharp 
kicks or panicky crowding. 


And then there is another danger, 


working this close to an animal's rump, 
which can best be explained in terms of 
gaseous or solid waste in terms of 
which is something the professors never 
Included in the lessons back In college.

Don't 
force them. 


If they show a dislike for certain food,

The herb's best 
known place In the modern scene, how- 
ever, is the kitchen, where It adds a dash 
of elegance to the plainest dishes and 
earns a heady measure of appreciation 
for the cook. A pinch here, a sprinkling 
there can elevate a meal to an experi- 
ence. 


Since herbs are as delightful to grow 


as they are to use, you can easily double 
your cooking laurels and triple your fun 
by becoming a gourmet gardener without 
leaving the kitchen. One of the numerous 
pluses of these remarkable plants is their 
versatility. Many can be grown indoors 
as well as out, lending their utilitarian 
beauty to a sunny windows!!!. Or, if you 
want, you can emulate our Colonial cous- 
ins and plant a dooryard herb garden. 


Herbs, for all their delicate flavor, are 


hearty, easy-to-grow plants. There are 
books and even societies devoted to 
herbs, but all you need to get growing 
are a few fundamentals. Herbs have two 
basic requirements: drainage and sun. 
Just remember, they like "dry feet and 
warm heads." Most herbs do require 
regular watering, but they should not be 
left standing in it. Although sun is a bas- 
ic need for most herbs, there are a few, 
such as parsley and mint, that do well in 
light shade. 


Although herbs generally prefer a soil 


that is slightly alkaline, they are remark- 
ably lenient when it comes to putting 
down roots. In fact, if the soil is too rich, 
they will spend their energy producing 
large leaves, neglecting their true pur- 
pose in your life — fragrance and flavor. 
Herbs aren't fussy about soil com- 
position, but they do like it light if pos- 
sible; it should be fraible and spaded to 
a depth of from 6 to 10 Inches to permit 
easy water penetration and root growth. 


Like their vegetables and flower cous- 


ins, herbs are cither classified as an- 
nuals (life cycle completed in a single 
year) or perennials (plants that live 
from year to year). Unlike most of their 
cousins, many herbs grow more com- 
pactly as a result of harvest pruning, 
making possible neat, limited space 
plantings. The intricate knot gardens of 
Colonial days were also made possible by 
this hedge-like ornamental habit. 


Another modern convenience, one also 


rooted in the past, is a kitchen herb gar- 
den. Try herbs in planters on a sunny 
kitchen windowsill for fingertip con- 
venience. Hanging planters Is another 
possibility. 


The optimum time to harvest, indoors, 


or out, is when the plant oils are highest 
— during the sunny morning hours. Ten- 


der leaves can be cut as soon as the 
plants are well established. On flowering 
varieties, the harbinger of harvest are 
the blossoms — cut and gather just t as 
they begin to open. Blooms and leaves 
are harvested together on flowering 
herbs, a simple task of clipping off the 
tops. 


Herbs, whether annual or perennial, 


have two'lives, both equally delightful. 
The first is when they lend their fresh, 
spicy essence to summertime meals. The 
second begins when that essence is cap- 
tured in dried leaves and flowers and 
carefully stored. A bottled genie couldn't 
add a finer touch of magic to the aromas 
of a wintertime kitchen. 


Preparation of herbs for their second 


life is simple. Dry the cuttings by 
spreading them on a flat surface that 
will permit free circulation of air. A win- 
dow screen works well. When the leaves 
are dry (crisp) strip them from the 
stems and store in airtight bottles. Then, 
wait until just before you are ready to 
use them before crushing the required 
amount. 


Another cooking convenience, and one 


many people are unaware of, Is that 
some herbs freeze readily. These freez- 
ing preparations work for dill, chives, 
tarragon and basil: "Harvest and wash 
the herbs in the same manner as for dry- 
ing, but leave the foliage on the stem. 
Bunch and tic; using the string for dip- 
ping, blanch them in unsalted boiling wa- 
ter for 50 seconds. Then cool them in Ice 
water for a few minutes. Remove the 
leaves from their stems, wrap the leaves 
in freezer bags or foil and place in the 
freezer." 


The adaptability to freezing Is simply 


another convenience of the ancient herb, 
whose beauty, fragrance and, above all, 
taste, ensure that it will always be a 
modern delight. 


Indoor plants need 


plenty of light, too 


Most plants you grow Indoors need 


more light than they can get through the 
windows. 


Foliage plants do best under fluor- 


escent light, but flowering plants need a 
bit of incandescent lighting added to get 
some of the far-red rays from the color 
spectrum. Figure one watt of in- 
candescent lighting for every three of 
fluorescent. 


First aid kit should be handy 
in case of garden accidents 


Immediate first aid Is Important in the 


c\cnt of accidental pesticide poisoning. 
The safe two of pesticides is the most 
Important practice, but if an accident 
docs occur, a small first aid kit kept 
ready for emergency use can save a life. 


The container should have a tight-fit- 


ting cover to prevent contamination of 
the contents. A lunch pull, tool box or a 
wooden box with a tight cover can be 
used. 


Here's a Hit of readily available mate- 


rials to keep in your first old kit: 


1. A small plastic bottle of liquid deter- 


gent for washing spilled pesticide off the 
skin. When mixed with water, the deter- 
gent can be used to Induce vomiting. 


2. A small plastic container of table 


salt to aid a person In shock. It can also 
be used to Induce vomiting. 


3 A container of baking soda or a 


bottle of milk of magnesia. These mixed 
with water can be used to neutralize any 
acid material spilled on the skin or swal- 
lowed. 


4. a small bottle of lemon juice or vine- 


gar. These mixed with water will neu- 
tralize basic or alkaline materials. 


5. A small package of activated char- 


coal. This mixed with water and swal- 
lowed absorbs pesticides. 


G. A plastic bottle of clean water, at 


least n pint. 


7. A shaped plastic airway for mouth- 


to-mouth resuscitation. 


II. Simple band-aids, bandages and ad- 


hesive tape. Any break In the skin should 
be kept covered to prevent easy entrance 
of the pesticide Into the body. 


9. A small plastic jar with a tight-fit- 


ting lid can bo useful as a drinking glass 
for Inducing vomiting or for feeding acti- 
vated charcoal. 


10. Tape a dime to the lid of the kit

Every gardener soon loams that there 


Is no such thing 03 a normal growing 
season for any given area. A 200-day 
growing season may be 220 one year and 
160 the next. "Last frost dates" are "nor- 
mal" dates. There's a five per cent 
chance that these will come at an earlier 
or later date. 


An unusual year shouldn't discourage 


you from going ahead with plans for a 
vegetable garden. You can make the 
most of your climate or even make small 
climates of your own. The most practical 
way to succeed is to choose varieties 
proven reliable for your particular cli- 
mate. 


Gardeners with short seasons (late 


frosts, overcast skies, fogs or just cool 
temperatures), get along with nature and 
grow vegetables that normally require a 
bag worm season by planting "early" 
varieties. These might not mature in the 
number of days indicated, but they do 
produce In the cool climate. The number 
of days from seeding to maturity deter- 
mines if the variety Is "early." The 
"midget" vegetables enthusiastically ad- 
vertised as space savers for the mini- 
garden ore extra early, bred to grow 
with less total heat than others. Early 
corn like "Early Sunglow" takes 63 days 
o» opposed to "Silver Queen" (06 days). 


Black polyethylene film has a solid 


reputation for Increasing yields and 
speeding up ripening of melons, egg- 
plants and peppers. Where early season 


temperatures are less than Ideal for 
these crops, yields of muskmclons in ex- 
perimental plots increased up to four 
times over non-mulched plants. The in- 
crease In soil tempcaturc gets credit for 
the speed-up of growth, even if it's only 
three to six degrees. 


Some gardeners find aluminum foil or 


paper a good mulch, but like organic 


mulch, heat is apt to be reflected off. 
These serve as a summer protection and 
an Insulating blanket, reducing solar 
radiation Into the soil, thus frost hazards 
are greater. 


No farm garden was complete without 


a cold-frame for starting seeds and pro- 
tecting seedlings, spring and fall. It was 
a simple frame box with slope to the 
south with a glass hinged lid. Consider 
this on a little larger scale to provide 
mini-climates. Make a frame three feet 
wide, nine feet long and four feet high 
for plenty of head room. Build Inter- 
changeable panels of lath, screen, glass 
or plastic and you're ready for any 
weather.

Perhaps all you have Is a small 


square, a mere scrap of space. Count 
your blessings, and begin its transforma- 
tion! With careful planning and at-min- 
imum cost, a drab, forgotten corner can 
become your city oasis. 


Privacy, It has been said, will be the' 


most prized possession of the 21st centu- 
ry. But isn't the need full upon us now? 
The first joy of any city patio is its quiet 
and seclusion. 


If you have no walls you can create 


them with a little carpentry to accom- 
modate boxes and hanging baskets of 
colorful flowers. The flower-filled walls 
lea'vc precious ground space for potted 
green plants in your miniature patio gar- 
den. 


Visualize a grouping of five long plant 


boxes neatly attached, one above the oth- 
er, to a trellised framework, or directly 
on your walls. Each box is bursting with 
brilliant, cascading flowers.

ageratum. In the fourth, red petunias, 
and closest to the ground a bright moss 
of pink, wax begonias. 


The cost of these flowers at the florist 


shop, Incidentally, is no more than the 
price of a family evening out on the 
town. 


The Society of American Florists 


points out that box construction for wall 
flowers must be strong. If made of red- 
wood or rot-proofed pine and provided 
with drain boles, they will last for at 
least five to six years. 


When you choose your potted plants, 


give silent thanks to the ancient Greeks. 
It was their practice to celebrate the re- 
turn of that handsomest of Gods, Adonis, 
who died, they said, each autumn to be 
reborn when the leaves announced the 
approach of spring. Potted plants were 
grouped about statues of the god in 
spring, and from this developed the re- 
finements of pot gardening. 


Many of our present-day potted plants 


and trees — schefflera, podocarpus, 
philodendron, and Norfolk Island pine, 
for example — are of tropical or jungle 
origin. This is fortunate, because the

If you long to enjoy fresh vegetables, 


but Uve in an apartment or city homo 
without land, take heart. With a little in- 
genuity, you can use wood trays, window 
boxes, bushel baskets and wash tubs to 
grow a wide variety of tasty vegetables. 


First requirement is sun. A southern or 


eastern exposure Is best. New indoor 
lights can now duplicate the sun's rays If 
necessary. Balconies, porches and win- 
dows can become useful salad patches, 
flower beds or mini vegetable gardens. 


Prepared soil mixes are available at 


garden centers and chain stores. You can 
tuo what you have already, mixed with 
Jiffy mix or peat moss as a good grow- 
ing medium. 


Pick your container or make one. A 


wood window planter should bo about 
eight inches deep for adequate root 
growth. The length and width can fit an 
entire window if you wish. 


Hanging plastic pots or colored baskets 


lined with hidden plastic trash bags also 
provide other planting spots. 


Mix two parts pent or Jiffy mix, a 


variation ot tho usual Cornell planting 
mix. with one part coarse builders' sand. 


Select your favorite vegetables, but 


stick with new midget varieties that 
grow full slzo fruit or vegetables. Let- 
tuce, radishes, beans, beets, carrots, 
parsley, other herbs and dwarf tomatoes 
arc good choices for confined growing 
areas.

Cage tomatoes to support vines 


If you grow tomatoes in your garden, 


consider using wire cages to support tho 
vines. Cages will keep the tomatoes off 
the ground so that fruits will ripen more 
evenly due to the good foliage cover. 
More plants can also be grown in a small 
area when they arc trained to grow in an 
upright manner with cages. 


Cages can be made of any sturdy wire. 


The best bet is to use large mesh wire, 
such as 6x6 inch concrete reinforcing 
wire.

Cages taller than 2Vt feet need to be 


supported with stakes. Low cages will 
stand without stakes if six-inch prongs 
ore formed and pushed into the soil. 


Cages 14x15 inches in diameter are 


adequate. Mulching tho plants before 
putting the cages in place will help keep 
down weeds and conserve soil moisture. 


Tomato plants grown in cages will pro- 


duce as many tomatoes as plants grown 
on the ground and at least double the 
yield of plants that are trained to stakes 
and pruned. 


Caged tomatoes' chief advantage over 


untrained plants is reduction of ground 
rotting in wet years and less loss from 
sunburn and sunscald during hot, dry 
conditions. Cages arc easy to use and 
will lost for several years. 


Prompt treatment is solutio^ 
to devastating cutworms | 


Early detection and prompt insecticide 


treatment is the key to controlling cut- 
worm infestations in growing corn 
plants, according to Dr. H. J. Stockdale, 
associate professor of entomology at 
Iowa State University. 


"We know that the cutworm thrives on 


cold, wet conditions, but we've also found 
that this insect is very unpredictable," 
Dr. Stockdale says. "This makes it vir- 
tually impossible for us to warn corn 
growers in advance of a serious in- 
festation." 


Because of the unpredictability of this 


potentially serious pest, growers are ad- 
vised to make an annual practice of 
watching corn plants as they emerge and 
for several weeks thereafter, for signs of 
cutworms. 


An occasional missing or wilting plant 


is a signal that cutworms may be work- 
ing in a field. Small cutworms may also 
be noticed feeding on the leaf surface. 
Larger worms only feed at the base of 
the plant. 


"For emergency treatment we place 


our emphasis on recommending, the im- 
mediate application of Sevin 5 per cent 
bait at a rate of 20 pounds per acre," Dr. 
Stockdale states. "Several sprays are 
also available but we're enthusiastic 
about the bait because it proved superior 
in tests we conducted last year." 


In the tests, which were sponsored by 


Iowa State University, laboratory reared 
cutworms were placed in flats in fields 
and treated with the pelleted insecticide 
bait and various sprays. 


Dr. Stockdale reports that Sevin bait 


showed 90 to 100 per cent control of cut- 
worms in all cases. 


The bait, which contains five per cent 


actual Sevin in an apple pomace base, 
also controls grasshoppers and crickets. 
In addition to corn, the material is ap- 
proved for use on such field crops as sor- 
ghum, sugarbeets and potatoes, and for a 
wide range of garden crops. 


Dr. Ralph Sechriest, a University of Il- 


linois entomologist who has conducted 
Sevin bait research since 1968, points out 
that the material is particularly advan- 
tageous to growers utilizing minimum til- 
lage cropping systems. 


"No-till systems create a good deal of 


dead mulch and surface vegetation," Dr. 
Sechriest explains. "While this mulch 
isn't appetizing enough to take the insect 
away from the corn plant It does provide 
excellent cover for cutworms and army- 
worms to live in." 


He adds that cutworms can easily hide 


in the trash where spray can't get to 
them. "This bait is excellent in this situ- 
ation. It just lays there until the worm is 
lured to it by the attracting odor. And, of 
course, when they eat it they're dead," 
he says. 


Dr. Sechriest points out that cutworms, 


if left unchecked, can be surprisingly 
devastating. "Losses of 50 per cent are 
quite common throughout the Midwest 
once cutworms get a foothold," he said, 
"and the insects can cause up to 100 per 
cent crop loss." 


Another benefit cited by the entomolog- 


ists is that the bait Is applied at only half 
the rate of a comparable spray treat- 
ment, yet will control full grown worms 
that sprays can't touch. The material 
also has a longer residual life than 
sprays, and the pellets will remain intact 


and effective until they are either eaten

Korean cult: 'God loves Nixon-and sex 
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When the President recently visited 


Phoenix, there were more than 3,000 
anti-Nixon demonstrators outside the 
Veterans Memorial Coliseum. 


Nearby, however, was a rival rally 


conducted by some 100 members of a 
group called the National Prayer and 
Fast For The Watergate Crisis, who dis- 
tributed pennants saying "God Loves 
Nixon." 


This traveling band of pro-Nixon 


proyor-nnd-fajters were actually mem- 
bers of the Unification Church of Korean 
evangelist Sun Myong Moon. 


LAST JANUARY, they staged another 


rally. In Lafayctto Square, across from 
the White House. It was so vivid and so 
rare, being pro-Nixon, that It'was Joined 
by Trlcla Nixon Cox, who made a 
speech. 


The very next morning, Rev. Moon 


was ushered Into the presence of the 
President of the United States — whom 
he proceeded, quite suddenly, to cm- 
brace. 


The Secret Service, and no doubt Mr. 


Nixon himself, would have been Infinitely 
more startled at this abrupt avalanche of 
emotion — had they but known some- 
thing of the colorful background of Rev. 
Moon. 


Once a ruling elder In tlio Korean 


Presbyterian Church, Moon was ex- 
communicated in ItMO, because he start- 
ed his own competing church, complete

with several new wild and exotically 
erotic beliefs. 


ONE OF THESE beliefs caused Rev. 


Moon's arrest on July 4, 1955, after he 
was expelled from the campus of Ewa 
Women's Technical University in Seoul, 
and booked and jailed on a morals 
charge. 


Rev. Moon's followers vehemently con- 


tend that this was all a frameup by one 
of his former wives — and that he was 
later acquitted. 


But there arc those who say that his 


comparatively early release from in- 
carceration was due to a disease. And 
the Korean press (which was at that 
time relatively free) exposed In titillat- 
ing detail his Unification Church's bi- 
zarre Initiation rite colled "plcarume" or 
"blood separation." 


This poignant ritual consisted of "puri- 


fication" via sexual intercourse. For fe- 


male initiates, this process took place 
with the "perfect' and pure emissary of 
God." (Guess who?) 


MOON'S CLAIM to be the Second. 


Christ was based upon his report that in 
1936 the first Christ (who failed because 
he did not marry before being crucified) 
appeared to him on a Korean hillside. 


A more recent Moon revelation: "At 


this moment In history, God has chosen • 
Richard Nixon to- be President of the 
United States." 


Rev. Moon refused to grant interviews 


with the press — and he makes sure that 
his cult's financial records are kept con- 
cealed. For any open accounting, as In 
most denominations, might reveal the 
full extent to which this cult Is being 
used and financed by the South Korean 
dictatorship of President Park Chung 
Hee (who has just Sentenced six Method- 
ist and Presbyterian clergy to I0-to-l5 
year prison terms for daring to criticize 
the government. 


IT IS KNOWN, however, that much of 


the money is sent through Moon's con- 
stant companion and translator, Lt. 'Col. 
Bo Hi Pak of the South Korean Army. 


Pak was assigned to Moon by request 


of South Korea's former Ambassador to 
the United States, You Yang. 


Rev. Moon also derives extensive in- 


come from the several industries ho 
owns, including an aphrodisiac factory — 
which makes an alleged potency-stimu- 
lating tea, called Tongil Gin Sing. 


Pentecost extols restoration of unity 


The New English Bible version of the 


story of the Tower of Babel begins with 
the simplicity of a fairy talc: "Once 
upon a time, all the world spoke a single 
language and used the same words." 


That simplicity, used primarily as n 


literary device, contrasts sharply with 
the unfolding story of the building of the 
tower and the shattering of the people's 
simplicity into the complexity of their 
scattering and the diversity of their 
tongues. 


Babel, and the consequent scattering of 


(he people, has been used many times 
over the years as a foil for describing the 
New Testament event of Pentecost, cele- 
brated by Christian churches on June 2 
this year. 


PENTECOST. DESCRIBED in the sec- 


and chapter of Acts, has often been 
called the "birthday of the church" and 
marks the gift of the Holy Spirit, coming 
"from heaven like tho rush of a mighty 
wind" to Jesus' followers gathered to- 
gcthcr In Jerusalem. 


Historically, Christians have marked 


Pentecost as the beginning of the church, 
nnd — In the speech that the Apostle Pe- 
ter gave after the experience of tho 
speaking In tongues — as the beginning 
of the missionary endeavor of tho 
church. 


Ronald E. Slccth and John R. Do- 


nahue, writing on Pentecost in Fortress 
Press' series of "Proclamation: Aids for 
Interpreting the Lessons of the Church 
Year," note the day is ono that signifies 
the unity of the church. 


"It is significant that the unity that

came In'Christ found them of one accord 
and In one place," they say. 


"There was a togetherness in Christ 


that contrasts significantly with the Tow- 
er of Babel dispersion, precisely because 
the symbol of unity was the Christ event, 
not the disciples' selfish desire." 


THE PENTECOST event, they wrote, 


"is foundatlonal for the future of the 
church and links the witness of tho 
church to the ministry of Jesus, and an- 
ticipates the role of the Spirit in the 
church." 


The Pentecost event that has attracted 


the most attention has been the descrip- 
tion of the disciples speaking in tongues 
— glossolalia. 


No other religious phenomenon has 


caused as much controversy in recent 


years as has the question of speaking in 
tongues. 


Once associated only with the so-called 


Pcntacostal sects, the "Spirit move- 
ment," with speaking in tongues as its 
chief manifestation, has increasingly 
found proponents in such mainline de- 
nominations as the Episcopal, Lutheran 
and Roman Catholic churches. 


In some instances, speaking in tongues 


has divided congregations while in others 
It has led to a revltallzatiun of congrega- 
tional life. 


SPEAKING IN TONGUES was a key 


part of the Pentecost experience, and, as 
Slceth and Donahue point out, "one 
should not minimize this manifestation of 
the Spirit." 


However, they add, It must all be re- 


membered that "it was the Spirit that 
gave the disciples the gift of speech. 
That is, the speaking in tongues is not a 
self-induced experience nor a reason for 
pride." 


In the New Testament description of 


the first Pentecost, the emphasis is not 
on the speaking in tongues as such but as 
an example of the action of God giving 
the disciples the gift of language — an 
understood language — and restoring the 
unity that was destroyed in the attempt 
to build tho Tower of Babel.

A bit of Arabia in suburbia

There is a wise, old German saying 


that translates roughly as, "Sometimes 
the dumbest farmers "get the biggest po- 
tatoes." 


On Plum Grove farm, an Idyllic hides- 


way tucked out of sight of suburbia on 
Meacbam Rd. just a few blocks north of 
Algonquin Rd., the resident expert on 
wise, old German sayings Is Martin Loe- 
ber. 


Locbcr emigrated to the United'Stales 


from Kassel, Germany in 1927 and with 
his son, Paul, runs an Arabian horse 
b r e e d i n g operation, which annually 
draws up to 1,000 visitors from around 
the world, with a success that belies the 
hlt-or-miss attitude of Martin's saying. 


"Breeding is a very complicated busi- 


ness," Martin says. "It's not all luck but 
It's not all science either. I'm 72 and I'm 
still trying to learn something." 


The Arabian horse of today is the result 


of years of heritage carved out of the 
desert. Ridden by Bedouin tribesmen and 
others since before the birth of Christ, 
out the weak among them and left al- 
most a perfect horse. 


"The Arabian Is tough, hard and en- 


during," Paul said. "He is a blend of all 
the best features of the other types — 
some of the speed of a thoroughbred, the 
cutting of the quarter horse. 


"For Instance," Paul said, "an Ara- 


bian is not as fast as a thoroughbred but 
we once had one hero on the farm and 
the damn thing ate twice as much and 
was half as smart. 


"What we arc trying to accomplish is 


Improve the breed," Paul continued. 
"We arc striving for the Ideal animal 
which we will never get." 


Arabian horse shows arc held weekly 


throughout the country bringing together 
the finest of the breed. It is at these 
shows that other seekers of the ideal ani- 
mal gather. 


The Loebcrs have prospered in these 


competitions, bringing home a wailful of 
ribbons and trophies, several national 


championships and leaving with the oth- 
er breeders the reputation of profes- 
sionalism that is the foundation of their 
success. 


The ever elusive Ideal Arabian is de- 


scribed by Gene Rcichardt, the foreman 
of Plum Grove farm. 


"An Arabian horse Is noted for Its 


classiness." Rcichardt said. "He always 
seems to be saying, 'Look at me, I'm 
pretty.' 


"The animal should be balanced and 


symmetrical. Every part of the horse 
should fit with every other part. We will 
never get a horse that Is the perfect of 
combination of neck, back, head and 
whatever. There is always a weakness, 
no matter how small." 


Ironically enough, the Arabian was 


first introduced to the United States in 
Chicago at the World's Fair held In 1893. 
A troupe of Arabians was brought to this 
country from Turkey. The total expense 
for the trip was $112,000, a budget that 
would Inflate into the million-dollar 
range if such a caravan was attempted 
today. 


With the establishment of the Arabian 


Horse Club of America in 1903, owners in 
this country belonged to a relatively ex- 


clusive enclave. However, since 1940 the 
number of people owning Arabian horses 
has quadrupled and according to some 
experts the quality of the horse has de- 
clined significantly. 


Looking at some of the marcs that are 


sent to the Loeber's to be bred to one of 
Chelr three stallions, it Is obvious that 
other owners don't take care of their 
horses with the Loeber's zeal. Many are 
frail with their ribs very apparent. 


"It costs a lot of money to keep a 


horse In flesh," Martin said. "Some 
people aren't willing to pay the money. 
They send their mares here hoping to 
get something better." 


One skinny mare who was sent to the 


Loebcrs from a pig farmer in Toledo had 
her mane knotted with dirt and straw. 
Should her foal get caught in the mess 
while playing and break a leg the Loe- 
bcrs wouldn't be responsible. Still, they 
decided to trim the mane. 


"There Is a lot about horses that you 


can learn," said Sandy Loeber, Paul's 
wife. "But you have to be Interested to 
start with and love horses to do this 
well." 


Sandy often feels that society, or the

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Repeats 6-10 season 
Mound woes slowed Saxons 
OUTDOdR TIPS

In many ways, the 1D74 Schaumburg 


baseball season was a repeat perform- 
ance of 1973. The Saxons showed promise 
and they demonstrated brilliance at 
times, but In the end, they floundered on 
the rocks of frustration.

"We played some really bad ball at 


times." Stephens lamented, trying to ex- 
plain the losing season. "But I think that 
except for the fact that Forest View had 
Larry Monroe, we had as good a team as 
anybody In the league." 


Without a big stopper on the mound, 


Schaumburg finished four games behind 
Forest View in the South division and 
three games behind second-place Pros- 
pect. The 6-10 record put the Saxons in a 
tlo with Conant for third place. 


Stephens pointed to a number of close 


losses and he emphasized the big wins, 
Including a pair of victories over hard- 
hitting Prospect and a shutout success at 
Forest View. 


Perhaps (he most disappointing loss 


for Schnumlntrg was a 5-1 district defeat 
administered by MSL rival Conant at 
narrlngtnn. The Saxons trailed, 5-1, go- 
Ing Into the seventh hut a lwo-ou|, three- 
run double oft the bat of pinch hitter R»y 


Krallcek brought the gome within reach. 
However, the tying run was stranded at 
second bnsc nnd Conant went on to beat 
Harrington for Ihr district title. 


But Stephens viewed a loss to Rolling 


Meadows early in the season as the turn- 
ing point for his Saxons. Schaumburg 
owned a 7-4 lead in the fifth, but three 
walks and a bases-clearing double tied 
the score. Another Mustang hit drove 
home the go-ahead run and the game 
was halted shortly thereafter because of 
darkness, although Stephens protested 
the decision. 


"There was still about a half hour of 


daylight left," tho Saxon coach' recalled. 
"That was the key to our season — that 
one-run loss and the one-run loss to For- 
est View. That started it. The kids just 
kind of gave up after that and I guess 
that's partially my fault." 


But the failure to bring home team 


honors was balanced by several top Indi- 
vidual efforts, including a pair of sin- 
gular pitching performances by Saxon 
hurlcrs.

Still, she fielded questions with all the 


candidness of a 20-year veteran rider. 


Back to bucking the establishment of 


predominantly male riders, her reception 
by fellow jockeys has been about what 
she anticipated. 


"Some are great," she complimented, 


"but once In a while you get the impres- 
sion that you're bothering some Jockey. I 
guess they're on an ego trip sometimes 
and they get on you a little quicker than 
they would another guy. They may not 
say anything, but you know. 


"Can 
you imagine what everyone 


would have said if a girl had stood up at 
the wrong pole the way (Willie) Hartack 
(five-time Kentucky Derby winner) did 
the other day?" she mused. 


Bonnie's most immediate problem is' 


getting mounts. "I'd ride the card (all 
nine races) if I could," she said. ."I've 
done it before. That's what keeps you 
fit." 


But finding an agent that could book 


the card Is another matter. 


"Some of them are embarrassed to ad- 


mit they're handling a girl jockey. Can 
you imagine that? I'm not out to turn 
liorseracing around, I just want to be ac- 
cepted as a capable rider: That's my big 
ambition." 


And Bonnie feels she's got an edge. 
"Weight!" she blurted while carrying 


her 107 pounds across the room. "I see 
some of these guys in the hot box sweat- 
ing off pounds, but it seems like women 
don't have that problem: 


"I'm small-boned, but some of the girls 


at Churchill were big and they still didn't 
have to worry about their weight." 


Generalizing the other attributes jock- 


eys must possess ... a level head . . . 
sharp mental attitude . . . physical 
strength ... and the will to win ... little 
Bonnie Csuzdi concluded that the jockey 
game is no jelly roll. 


But It's what comes natural to her and 


If she had it to do over again she'd be 
wearing the same ke.lly-gre.cn colors and 
preparing to ride in the fifth race at Ar- 
lington Park. 


Bonnie's determination to ride with the 


boys didn't rub off on Marine Flyer. The 
horse went off an 81.60-to-l longshot and 
despite a courageous first half-mile in 
which she jockeyed with eventual winner 
Dr. P. F. Fox for the lead, the horse 
didn't have it in the stretch and finished 
seventh.

II. Zano Bobbins, general chairman of 


tho tournament, points out that "this 
year's event will be a one-day Pro Am 
Instead of our usual four-day champion- 
ship tournament. Tho reason is that tho 
U.S. Women's Open will bo held July 18- 
21 at LaGrango Country Club and tho 
sponsoring charity, Child and Family 
Services of Chicago, doesn't want to butt 
heads with that kind of prestige event. 


"The Pro-Am," continues Bobbins, 


"will bo held tho Monday following com- 
pletion of tho Women's Open. We expect 
to havo alt the top money winners be- 
cause they'll be in Chicago anyway for 
tho Open, and our tournament will be 
held about 10 miles north of tho Open 
site." 


Tho purse for tho 18-holo event will be 


$10,000. 


"A large number of entries for the 


Pro-Am already have been received 
from men and women amateurs who par- 
ticipated in the 1073 event," inyi Rob- 
bins, lie adds that this year'* tourna- 
ment will he a "scramble" rather than 
tho best-ball event. 


"The scramble format (where each 


player Ices off and plays his second shot 
from the point of the best drive, plays 
tho third shot from the point of tho best 


second shot, and so ori) has some special 
advantages for both high-handicap play- 
ers and low-handicap players. The high- 
handicappcr obviously doesn't have to 
play his bad shots, but can still help his 
team with a good chip shot or a putt. Tho 
low-handlcappcr, on the other hand, will 
have an opportunity to compare every 
shot he plays with that of one of the lead- 
Ing women professionals." 


Host Pro Emil Esposito says the 6,409 


yard, par 71 layout will bo lengthened to 
more than 6,500 yards for tho tourna- 
ment. "Ours won't be the longest courso 
the ladles will ploy," he said, "but I 
think they'll find it plenty challenging." 


The eighth hole, for example, offers a 


stern challenge to any golfer. It is a 
back-breaking 600-yard, par 5 hole. On 
the back nine, the 13th hole is a 
deceivingly tough one, according to Es- 
posito. "Tho golfer will have to hit a 
long, accurate drive and then execute a 
very demanding second shot to a tight, 
well-trapped green on this 305 yard, par 
4 hole." 


The first annual Child and Family 


Classic was held last year at Mldlane 
Country Club, U'nukegnn. Sandy-haired 
Betty Burfclmlt, playing out of Palmetto 
Dunes In Hilton Head, S.C., won the in- 
augural. A team headed by the veteran 
Bcliy Hawl.i won the 1073 Pro-Am. 


"The event was on artistic success and 


a financial disaster In 1973," Robbing 
points out. "The LPGA, the individual 
pros and the local amateurs who partici- 
pated last year all gave us rave notices 
for the way the tournament was run. 


"But the spectators stayed away In 


droves.. Much of the problem revolved 
around the location of the tournament. 
That's why we've moved to a close-In 
site for this year's event. We expect to 
play our regular four-day championship 
tournament at Dominion in 1875." 


Robblns said that Child and Family 


Services received "outstanding coopera- 
tion" from members of Mldlane Country 
Club last year. "We certainly can't 
blame them for tho multi-thousand-dollar 
loss, but the fact Is that a charity sim- 
ply can't afford to lose money on a fund- 
raising event. We had to change tho tour- 
nament location to a more accessible 
course. 


"Compounding the problems of the 


sponsoring charity," he continues, "are 
two other factors. One of them was 
something no one can do anything about 
— the U.S. Women's Open which, of 
course, moves to a new site each year 
and was scheduled several years ago to 
be played at LaGrange in 1974. Of 
course, in one way It's fortunate that La- 
Grange is getting the Open while we're 
still In the process of trying to get the 
Child and Family Classic established in 
Chicago because tho Open is good for 
women's golf and should help build inter- 
est in our tournament for next year. 


"The greatest problem faced by Child 


and Family Services," says Robblns, "Is 
an apalling lock of support from mn*jor 
Chicago corporations." 


Tho charity, at age 110, is one of tho 


oldest In tho state and provides much 
needed services throughout Cook County. 


"We're involved with adoption ser- 


vices, foster care and homemaker ser- 
vices where, typically, we send a trained 
homemaker into a household to take caro 
of the children and keep the family to- 
gether during an enforced absence of the 
mother for hospltallzation or some other 
reason. We're providing essential ser- 
vices to tho needy children of Chicago- 
land, but we simply haven't been very 
effective in getting major corporate sup- 
port." 


Robblns says that the charity has of- 


fered to rename the tournament for a 
commercial sponsor in return for corpo- 
rate underwriting. "It would be a terrific 


promotional vehicle for any company 
selling to consumers and especially for a 
company manufacturing women's prod- 
ucts — foods, cosmetics, pharmaceutic- 
als, clothing, appliances or other house- 
hold products." 


Significant financial support for tho 


tournament was provided in 1073 by Car- 
son Plric Scott & Co., Marshall Field & 
Co., Continental Illinois Bank and Trust, 
Scars, Roebuck & Company, and Mont- 
gomery Word & Company. 


Looking ahead, Robbln says, Child and 


Family Services expects to continue its 
sponsorship of LPGA golf in spite of 
"staggering corporate apathy. Wom- 


en's golf has been a highly productive 
vehicle for fund raising and corporate 
promotions in other cities across the 
country — most of them much smaller 
than Chicago — but we just haven't 
found the right button here. Still, we 
hope to continue our sponsorship If we 
can begin turning a profit for the chari- 
ty."

NEW YORK - Ted Koppel pulls a 


short drag from a clgaret, and blows a 
thin trail of smoke through a darkened 
screening room on Manhattan's Upper 
West Side.

The clgaret Is British. Perhaps It Is his 


.regular brand, or perhaps It Is one of the 
affectations of his job. : 
. Koppel Is ABC's diplomatic corre- 
spondent. And he has just returned from 
the Middle East where he followed Sec. 
of State Henry A. Kissinger on his peace 
missions to the Israel and the Arab 
world. He is one of the "Boys on the 
Shuttle.!' 


The documentary he prepared on Kis- 


singer is to be aired tonight. 


"Kissinger could be one of the one or 


two greatest Secretaries of State," Kop- 
pel said, "if he doesn't get dragged down 
by Watergate." 


IN RECENT months, Kissinger's repu- 


tation has been threatened by the release 
of White House transcripts Indicating he 
ordered the phones of his subordinates 
tapped. Kissinger has denied this during 
congressional testimony. This week he 
threatened to resign. Koppel seemed a 
bit perplexed about this matter, but was 
assured Kissinger was a man of integri- 
ty. 


"There are times he keeps things from 


us and there are times he Is mis- 
leading," Koppel said, "But he doesn't 
lie to us." 


Koppel also emphasized that Integrity 


was the cornerstone of diplomacy, espe- 
cially in the Middle East where Kissin- 
ger has secured troop disengagements 
between Israel and Syria and Israel and 
Egypt. 


"You have to make a deal that both 


sides want to keep," Koppel said, "if one 
side wakes up one day and realizes they 
were sold out, he's finished." 


Even at a film editing session, one ex- 


pects a diplomatic correspondent to 
come armed with a three piece suit and 
attache case.' Koppel wore blucjcans. 


KOPPEL IS ENTHUSIASTIC about his 
documentary. It will cover recent events

peace talks, his marriage. And it will 
touch upon the past, especially his early 
days as a Jewish youth in Nazi Germa- 
ny. 


"I think the real key to Kissinger was 


the Nazi era," Koppel said. "Never 
again would he put his faith in any single 
man or institution.'He is a believer in the 
process of history." 


Koppel said that traveling with Kissin- 


ger has had Its unsettling moments, es- 
pecially in a world accustomed to mas- 
sacres and acts of terrorism. 


"Kissinger doesn't like to talk about 


assassination," he said, "but the secret 
service agents with him say that he's No. 
1 on the hit parade. Some of the agents 
didn't eat or drink anything for fear of 
being poisoned." 


THERE HAS BEEN some criticism of 


the press corps that accompanied Kissin- 
ger aboard his special jetliner. Some 
critics said the media was too soft on 
Kissinger. So much so that they acted 
like his personal press agents." 


Koppel denied these charges. "I know 


the guys on the trip very well and 
they're not a bunch of patsys. We've hit 
him hard on a number of points, but I 
don't think it's our function to write bad 
stories just for the sake of knocking 
him."

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Residents criticise expenditures 
Referendum money spent, 
park district director says

Tito recent disclosure that the Buffalo 


Grove Park District may need another 
tax referendum for additional funds has 
caused several residents to criticize the 
amount of work done with monies from 
the last such referendum. 


A Herald Investigation, however, shows 


that much of the work promised In the 
referendum has been completed and 
funds have been budgeted for most of the 
remaining work. 


Park Director Ston Crosland said last 


week all the money acquired through the 
$1.23 million bond referendum has been 
spent or committed to projects promised 


to residents. He said another referen- 
dum, which would raise taxes, probably 
will have to be passed by voters to raise 
funds for further capital Improvements 
and land acquisition. 


A number of residents recently have 


been critical of park facilities In their 
neighborhoods and have charged that 
residents have not been given what was 
promised in the referendum. 


PARK OFFICIALS have said they arc 


not completely satisfied with some of the 
parks throughout the village, but point 
out that the park district is somewhat 
limited because of a lack of funds. 


Crosland said the park district has set

THE REMAINING money has been 


spent or earmarked for land acquisition 
and development of 10 village parks. The 
park district has budgeted or spent 
$113,000 on Willow Stream Park; $68,000 
on Kilmer Park; $231,000 on Cambridge 
Park; $140,000 on Emmerich Park; 
$20,000 on Cooper Park; $7,000 on Raupp 
Memorial Park; $6,000 on Willow Grove 
Park; $15,000 on Irving Park; $5,000 on 
Longfellow Park, and $5,000 on White 
Pine Park.

Long prison 
term possible 
in arson case 


The two Wheeling youths charged with 


arson In Saturday's $350,000 firebombtog 
of the Wheeling High School library 
could be sentenced, If found guilty to at 
least one year in prison. 


Wheeling Police Lt. Thomas Conte said 


Thursday the state statutes specify a 
prison sentence from one year to an in- 
determinate length of time decided by 
the judge. The youths, Erwin J. Ko- 
pecky, 18, of 912 Wilshlre Dr., and James 
Serowka, 18, of 287 E. Norman Ln., are 
scheduled for a June 28 preliminary 
hearing in the Arlington Heights branch 
of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Conte said the police still do not have a 


motive for the crime, which damaged the 
school's library. He also repeated his 
earlier statement that more arrests are 
not expected at this point. 


KOPECKY, a junior at the high school, 


and Serowka, a former student at the 
school, were arrested Tuesday morning. 
Police said they have "physical evi- 
dence" linking the pair to the crime. 


A disorderly conduct charge against 


Kopecky, to be heard in court June 25, 
probably will be combined with the arson 
charge and be heard June 28, Conte said.

Raupp Park shed, two silos to be razed 


The Buffalo Grove Park District has 


begun demolishing a rundown shed on 
the Raupp Memorial site in Lake County 
and plans to tear down two silos in the 
near future. 


Park officials ordered the work done 


after a Herald article two weeks ago that 
the site had become a hangout for local 
youngsters and a hazard to their safety. 


The five-acre site, part of the Raupp 


Farm,'one of the village's oldest land- 
marks, recently has been the target of 
vandalism. According to residents and 
officials the abandoned farm is being 
used as a place to play by younger chil- 
dren and a place to smoke and drink by 
teenagers. 


The area has become littered with beer 


cans and other debris. School, and park 
and police officials soy they have re- 
ceived complaints from parents con- 
cerned that the park is undesirable and 
unsafe for children. 


PARK DIRECTOR Stan Crosland said 


Thursday the shed and silos were or- 
dered torn down because they present a 
possible safety hazard to children play- 
ing in the area. 


The shed, he said, probably will be 


demolished and removed by today and 
the silos will be destroyed as soon as pos- 
sible.

Rising temperatures will bring an end to tho Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosqultos by next week. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of tho Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, said a census of area breeding spots 
found an Increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared tho agony 


and nuisance of mosqultos In any great number, although 
there have been some Isolated areas with infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the Insects under control. 


Howcvur, ho warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with It Increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs arc now using the district and its 


Insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with tho Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will bo using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, tho village spent $5,000 for tho additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sewers. Tho cost this year is 
expected to reflect tho general inflationary trend of the econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Schaumburg, (ho other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined tho district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block tho district's spraying of Malathion as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. Tho two towns based their 
ontl-Malathlon stand on tho advice of environmentalists who 
argued tho poison was harmful to humans and small animals. 


Village Pros. Wendell Jones, of Palatine, was elected on a 


platform that Included a return of the spraying to rid the 
town of mosquitos. Tho previous administration opposed the 
spraying. 


Schaumburg officials now concede they may have been too 


hasty in barring the Malathion spraying. The believe they 
were pressed Into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists. 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumburg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA is divided into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


While the district carries the active fight against the In- 


sects, the Individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible. 


The ponds and pools arc perfect breeding, spots due to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex- 
pected mosqultos are five to seven days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae are eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot spell. 


Tho district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


lation before the insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged pests. The Mala* 
thion Is brought into the picture to kill the adult Insects that 
escape the mineral oil.

A preliminary survey revealed that se-

social services for the poor and aged. But 
because the township has filed a declara- 
tory Judgment suit on revenue shar- 
ing guidelines, the money will be tied up 
until the suit is answered. 


Township use of revenue sharing mon- 


ey has been challenged and officials are 
awaiting legal Interpretation of what 
areas federal monies could be used.

3 new restaurants open 
despite law to curb them

At least thrf! new restaurants have 


opened in DCS Plnlnes since the January 
passage cf the city's restaurant ordi- 
nance, hailed by some city officials at 
the tlmo as the solution to the over- 
population of local eating facilities. 


The ordinance, passed by the council 


Jon. 21, ended a year-long moratorium 
on restaurant construction In the city, 
and classifies most restaurant zoning as 
"special-use." The law was designed to 
tighten controls specifically on drive-ins 
and fast-food establishments. 


City zoning officer Michael Richardson 


said the ordinance docs not affect the 
types of restaurants that have opened or 
are about to open in the city. "Two cf the 
restaurants that hove opened arc Class D 
restaurants which means they arc lo- 
cated in the principal building of a shop- 
ping center, provide sit down service arid 
meet other criteria," he said. 


IlICIIAIinsoN SAID a Class 0 restau- 


rant can be built in the correct com- 
mercial zoning district without a special 
use permit if It meets two of four re- 


quirements set down in the city code. 
The requirements include being in the 
principal building of a shopping center, 
not holding a liquor license, providing 
sit-down service or being judged by the 
zoning officer (Richardson) that It is not 
a Class A, B, or C type restaurant. 


"The two that are open qualified with- 


out a need for a special-use permit," he 
said. 


Now open arc a small Mexican food 


restaurant on Wolf Road Just south of 
Central Road nnd a small Greek food 
restaurant on Touhy Avenue near Birch 
Street. A third restaurant, Hong Kong, is 
being planned In the downtown area on 
L»e Street just south of Elllnwood Street. • 


Hong Kong restaurant fell under down- 


town district zoning and also did not re- 
quire a special use permit, according to 
Richardson. 


THE HERALD has received a number 


of inquires from residents wondering 
how new restaurants can open under the 
new law. Richardson explained almost 
every type of restaurant except drive-ins 
arc still allowed to open. 


."The intent of the ordinance was to do 


something about the number of aban- 
doned buildings that popped up when a 
fast food restaurant failed. They are un- 
sightly and not generally fit for another 
type of use," Richardson said. "In a 
small shopping center, however, if a res- 
taurant fails it can very easily be con- 
verted to a shoe store or whatever else 
you want to put in there." 


The first and only test of the special- 


use provisions in the restaurant ordi- 
nance since its passage is now in prog- 
ress. A petition has been received by the 
city from Cities .Service Oil Co. and Ger- 
ald G. Lukas to construct a restaurant ut 
1490 Oakton St. 


The zoning board of appeals voted to 


defer the request until the petitioners 
were able to revise their plans and at- 
tempt to comply with city standards. 
However, the plan commission hod pre- 
viously voted to deny the request for the 
special use permit. 


The city council has referred the issue 


to the municipal development committee 
for study.

Rising temperatures will bring an end to tho.Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosquitos by next week. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, said a census of area breeding spots 
found an Increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosquitos in any great number, although 
there have been some Isolated areas with infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the Insects under control.* 


However, ho warned that hotter weather is sure to come, 


bringing with It Increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs arc now using the district and Its 


insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with the Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES wilt be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, the village,spent $5,000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sowers. Tho cost this year is 
expected to reflect the general inflationary trend of the econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Schaumburg, tho other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined tho district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block the district's spraying of Malathion as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. The two towns based their 
anti-Malathlon stand on the advice of environmentalists who 
argued tho poison was harmful to humans and small animals.

hasty in barring the Malathion spraying. The believe they 
were pressed Into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists. 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumborg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA Is divided into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


While the district carries tho active fight against the in- 


sects, tho Individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible. 


The ponds and pools are perfect breeding spots due to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex- 
pected mosquitos are five to seven days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae are eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot. spell. 


The district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


lation before the insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged pests. The Mala- 
thion is brought into the picture to kill the adult, insects th.at 
escape the mineral oil.

Jenkins said tho police department 


now works with agencies that provide ex- 
cellent long-term counseling. "Our so- 
cial workers will fill a need for imme- 
diate, sometimes life-saving help," ho 
said. 


The department still will offer this type 


of counseling. "Any case that will bo de- 
termined to need more than 30 days will 
bo referred to area agencies. We will 


work in full cooperation with them," Jen- 
kins said. 


As for the social workers' youth divi- 


sion duties, Jenkins said, "Instead of a 
police officer counseling young people 
with problems, the follow-up will be the 
social worker's responsibility." 


OTHER INSTANCES where a social 


worker's training will be of benefit to the 
department arc investigations, attempted 
suicides, or disturbed people. 


"Problems don't always occur when 


service agencies are available. We can't 
fit crisis calls in a 9-to-5 schedule and by 
having social workers on immediate call 
wo will be able to provide better service 
to the community," Jenkins said. 


Another new police program, use of 


community service officers, also should 
begin in August, Jenkins said. 


Tho Police and Fire Commission is 


currently testing applicants. The depart- 
ment plans to hire five persons for non- 
criminal type enforcement duties in the 
village.

Rising temperatures will bring an end to the Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosqultos by next week. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of tho Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, sold a census of area breeding spots 
found an increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosquitos in any great number, although 
there hove been some isolated areas with Infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping tho Insects under control. 


However, ho warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with it increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs are now using the district and Its 


insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with tho Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES wfll be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, the tillage Bpeot 15,000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes tat storm sewers, The cost this year Is 
expected to reflect the genera) inflationary trend of the econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Scntamburg, tin other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined the district after potting up a losing 
court fight to block the district** spraying of MalathJon as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. He two towns based their 
anti-Malathlon stand on the advice of environmentalists who 
argued tho poison was harmful to humans and small animals. 


Village Prcs. Wendell Jones, of Palatine, Wai elected on a 


platform that Included a return of the spraying to rid the 
town of mosquitos. The previous administration opposed the 
spraying. 


Schaumburg officials now concede they may have been too 


hasty in barring the Malathion spraying. The believe they 
were pressed into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists. 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumburg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA is divided into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


While the district carries the active fight against the in- 


sects, the individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible.' 


The ponds and pools'arc perfect breeding spots duo to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex* 
peeled mosquitos are five to seven days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae arc eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot spell. 


Tho district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


lation before the Insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged pests. The Mala- 
thion is brought into the picture to kill the adult Insects that 
escape the mineral oil.

Abatement 'District, said a census of area breeding spots • 
found on Increasing number of mosquito "larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosqultos in any great number, although 
there have been some Isolated areas with infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the Insects under control. 


However, he warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with It Increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs are now using the district and its 


Insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with the Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, the village spent J5.000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sewers. The cost this year is 
expected to reflect the general inflationary trend of the econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Schaumburg, the other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined the district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block the district's spraying of Malathlon as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. The two towns based their 
antl-Malathlon stand on the advice of environmentalists who 
argued the poison was harmful to humans and small animals.

Harper trustees seek Arlington land 


The Harper College Board of Trustees 


Thursday night reaffirmed its request to 
the Arlington Heights Village Board to 
have land set aside for a possible second 
campus. 


The trustees passed 6-0 a motion ask- 


ing the Arlington Heights Village Board 
to set aside land at Palatine and Schoen- 
beck roads, for the college in its zoning 
plan. In addition, the board said it will 
ask the state agencies governing the col- 
lege for final approval to buy the land. ' 


The village board will meet Monday to 


discuss the Harper request. If the board 
sets aside the land the college will have 
one year to buy it from the Mayo Foun- 
dation which owns the property. 


HARPER OFFICIALS have said the 


college will need a referendum to raise 


funds to buy the land. Before a referen- 
dum can be held, the Illinois Community 
College Board and Illinois Board of High- 
er Education will have to approve the 
site. 


Following the vote, board member- 


Lawrence Moats said, "The passage of 
this resolution in no way Implies that 
we're going to build on this land. What it 
does is preserve our option because it 
appears we are going to need more 
space." 


Board member Marilyn Marier added 


that the board made the decision because 
"educationally and in terms of what 
community college Is, we found that the 
best way to deliver educational services 
was with the second site.!' 


BOARD PRES. William Kelly said, "In 


other parts of the country it has been 
shown that people participate in commu- 
nity colleges almost in proportion to the 
closeness of the college to their homes." 
He added that the second site, If devel- 
oped, will put the college closer to resi- 
dents of north Arlington Heights, Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove. 


In addition, board members agreed 


that by taking-action on the second site 
they have foreclosed the possibility of buy 
ing land adjacent to the present 200-acre 
campus in Palatine. Developers have ap- 
proached the Palatine Village Board 
with proposals to build on nearly all the 
land surrounding the present campus. 


The college first approached the Ar- 


lington Heights Village Board last year, 
requesting the zoning desipation. The 


case has been delayed while the school 
sought tentative approval from the com- 
munity college board to plan for a sec- 
ond campus. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Mayo 


Foundation have said they want to be" 
able to sell the land as quickly as pos- 
sible and do not want it tied up on the 
zoning plans if the college is not going to 
be able to purchase it.

Rising temperatures will bring an end to the Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosqultos by next week. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, said a census of area breeding spots 
found an Increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosqultos In any great number, although 
there have been some Isolated areas with Infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the Insects under control. 


However, he warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with It Increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs arc now using the district and Its 


Insecticide sprays, three'communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with the Clarko Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, the village spent $5,000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sewers. The cost this year Is 
expected to reflect the general Inflationary trend of the econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Schaumburg, the other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined the district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block the district's spraying of Malathlon as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. The two towns based their 
antl-Malathlon stand on the advice of environmentalists who 
argued the poison was harmful to humans and small animals. 


Village Pres. Wendell Jones, of Palatine, was elected on a 


platform that Included a return of the spraying to rid the 
town of mosqultos. The previous administration opposed the 
spraying. 


Schaumburg officials now concede they may have been too 


hasty in barring the Malathlon spraying. The believe they 
were pressed into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists.- 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumburg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA Is divided into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


Whilo the district carries the active fight against the in- 


sects, the individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible. 


The ponds and pools are perfect bree'dlng spots due to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex- 
pected mosqultos are five to seven days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae are eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot spell. 


The district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


lation before the insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged pests. The Mala- 
thlon is brought into the picture to kill the adult insects that 
escape the mineral oil.

The Mount Prospect Education Assn. 


and the Dlst. 57 Board of Education have 
agreed to a 1974-75 contract that provides 
teachers with salary increases ranging 
from 9 to 12.5 per cent. 


The settlement reached after only 


three- formal negotiating sessions, In- 
creases the starting salary for a teacher 
with a bachelor's degree and no experi- 
ence from $8,025 to $9,000. The top pay 
for a teacher with 30 hours college credit 
past a master's degree and 18 years' ex- 
perience increases from $16,610 to 
$18,180. 


Announcement of the agreement on-the. 


one-year contract came after a closed, 
one-hour meeting Wednesday between 
board and MPEA negotiators. 


THE ACTUAL settlement, however, 


was reached prior to the meeting with 
teachers'voting overwhelmingly Wednes- 
day to accept the package. Only two dis- 
senting votes were cast. 


Board negotiating chairman Robert 


Novy said Thursday the package repre- 
sents a compromise between what was 
proposed by teachers and what was pro- 
posed by the board. Novy said he notified 
Dan Vondran, chairman of the MPEA 
negotiating team, on Wednesday that the 
board was willing to accept the com- 
promise proposal and Vondran 'in turn 
polled teachers for their reaction. 


Novy said the salary increases, which 


average about 9 per cent at the top of the 
pay schedule and about 12.5 per cent at 
the lower end of the schedule including 
Increments, brings Dist. 57 within mid- 
range of surrounding districts for teach- 
er salaries. 


"We have-too good a staff to have 


them sit on the bottom of salary sched- 
ules for the area," Novy said. He added 
that because of the resource equalizer, 
the district this year was in a better fi- 
nancial position to consider teacher pro- 
posals. 


NOVY SAID BOTH sides were pleased 


with the course of negotiations which 
brought about a "fair and equitable solu- 
tion." The board member also said the 
district administrative staff was very 
helpful in acting as a resource agent for 
both sides. 


Vondran, a teacher at Lincoln Junior 


High School, echoed Novy in his praise 
• for the administration stating Supt. Eari 
Sutler and'Assistant Supt. Dwight Hall* 
were instrumental in contributing rele- 
vant Information. Vondran added that 
the teachers are pleased with both the 
contract and the conduct of the board 
throughout the talks. 


The salary increases will cost the dis- 


trict approximately $204,000 next year. 
This includes approximately $191,700 for 
actual increases and approximately 
$12,300 for extra duty pay provisions. 


Novy said the package could be as 


'high as $214,000 depending on how many 
teachers earn credits this summer that 
will put them in a different salary brack- 
et. 


THE CONTRACT ALSO calls for an in- 


crease in teacher life insurance from 
$10,000 to $15,000. Family medical cov- 
erage will also jump from $120,000 to 
$150,000. 


Novy said the total package will not 


overextend the district's financial ca- 
pabilities but falls within the range of 
what the district can afford. 


The contract will become official when 


the board votes to approve it at its meet- 
ing Monday night.

Teachers in Elementary School Dlst. 23 


have voted unanimously to reject a pro- 
posed 1974-75 contract offer from the 
board of education. 


The decision came in a secret ballot 


Wednesday, which included voting mem- 
bers of the Prospect Heights Education 
Assn. and techers who are not In the 
PHEA. 


Ken Bates, PHEA president and a 


teacher at MacArthur Junior 
High 


School, said Thursday the teachers were 
willing to accept the board's monetary 
and procedural package but refused to 
agree to a three-year contract, as pro- 
posed by the board. 


The board said the package, which 


called for a three-year procedural agree- 
ment with salaries to be renegotiated an- 
nually, was a total offer which had to be 
accepted in total. . 


The board offer included a total mone- 


tary package which would cost the dis- 
trict an additional $106,500 for salaries, 
Including provisions for increments and 
pay Increases. Although the PHEA had 
sought a total monetary package of 
$123,000, Bates said the teachers were 
willing to accept the board offer. 


THE TEACHERS' decision continues 


the deadlock in negotiations which 
reached Impasse two weeks ago. Meet- 
ings during the past two weeks to try to 
end the impasse have proven fruitless 
and any further bargaining will proceed 
only in the presence of an outside arbi- 
trator. 


Bates said a letter has been sent to the 


American Arbitration Assn., a private 
organization, for a list of possible media- 
tors. The selection of a mediator must be 
made by mutual consent of the board 


and the PHEA. 


Bates said according to terms outlined 


in the procedure for negotiations, any- 
thing which was tentatively agreed to be- 
fore the current state of impasse is void 
and theoretically all matters are once 
again open to negotiation. 


BOTH SIDES ALSO technically revert 


back to their original offers and demands 
rather than the above stated compromise 
figures. The board's original monetary 
offer was for a total package of $76,500 
while the PHEA sought a total package 
amounting to $194,000. 


Bates said it will probably be another 


two to three weeks before any action is 
taken to choose a mediator or to set up 
arbitration talks. 


The teachers' 1973-74 contract expires 


this month. Contract talks for a 1974-75 
package began in February. 


Senior-citizens program to be launched 


W h e e l i n g Township officials have 


launched a senior citizens program that 
will carry out locally the functions sim- 
ilar to those of the Illinois Department 
on Aging.

THE GOAL OF the first senior citizens 


project Is to provide information and re- 
ferral services. Tho services and needs 


that senior citizens telephone for will de- 
termine the future programs for' the 
township to undertake, Mrs. Klatt said. 


Cards and brochures describing town- 


ship services are being planned and will 
be circulated to the public in July. 


Mrs. Klatt also will be working on a 


comprehensive booklet that will contain 
all the services and facilities In Wheeling 
Township for the elderly. 


A preliminary survey revealed that se- 


nior citizens were concerned with trans- 
portation, finances and housing. "Most of 
the calls I've had were about social se- 
curity and medicare," Mrs. Klatt said. 


THE TOWNSHIP has allocated $50,000 


of revenue sharing money to be spent on 
social services for the poor and aged. But 
because the township has filed a declara- 
tory judgment suit on revenue shar- 
ing guidelines, the money will be tied up 
until the suit Is answered. 


Township use of revenue sharing mon- 


ey has been challenged and officials are 
awaiting legal interpretation of what 
areas federal monies could be used. 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 


Kolerus said the township could secure 


funds by incorporating a not-for-profit or- 
g a n i z a t i o n for senior citizens. In- 
corporation allows up to $10,000 to be 
spent from Interest generated by town- 
ship and revenue sharing monies.

Euclid Avenue 
work delays hurt 
local merchants 


by MAItCIA KRAMER 


Construction delays on Euclid Avenue 


In cast Mount Prospect have hindered 
business near Euclid and River Road, 
and some merchants say they may be 
forced to close If access to' their stores 
remains blocked. 


Some merchants In the small Euclid- 


River shopping plaza report they have 
already suffered drops In business as 
high as 30 per cent since Euclid was 
closed to through traffic Jan. 15. 


"It's going to bo beautiful when it's 


.done," said Guy Padula, motioning to- 
ward the blockcd-off road outside his 
Chicken Unlimited store. "But in the 
meantime, this Is bad. We're business 
people who rely on this road. It would bo 
better for us If they closed off the road 
for a month and got It over with, instead 
of letting this drag on." 


EUCLID IS scaled off between River 


and Wolf roads, driving many regular 
customers at tho Euclid-River shops to 
lake their business elsewhere rather 
than try to circumvent the construction. 
The transit trado — passcrsby who might 
be Inclined to stop at the stores — is lost 
as well, as the four stores facing Euclid 
are effectively blocked from view, and 
access to the stores Is limited to cutting 
through the Shell service station on the 
corner. 


A spokesman for tho Cook County 


Highway Dcpt., overseeing the road Im- 
provement, indicated Thursday 
Euclid 


will remain closed until early this fall; 


providing the ongoing strike by cement 
drivers is settled soon. If the strike drags 
on, said spokesman Francine B. Stuart, 
"God knows" when the road will be 
opened. 


"We're very sorry If we're causing the 


people out there any distress," she said, 
"but there's nothing wo can do. We can't 
get the material to finish the job." 


TO MERCHANTS like Jerry Clancy, 


manager of the Convenient Food Mart in 
the Euclid-River plaza, the apology Is 
little consolation. He's seen business 
drop steadily since the road repaying 
project began, and now passes his morn- 
Ings reading a newspaper by a silent 
cash register. "Before, we would hove 
had 70,73 customers by now," he said at 
mid-morning. "But now, we get 15 at the 
most." 


The drop in sales has led to a corre- 


sponding decline In stock at the store, as 
Clancy says he doesn't have the funds 
needed to keep up the inventory. This In 
turn annoys customers in search of a 
specific Item not in the store. 


"All this stuff odds up," said Clancy. 


"It's psychologically depressing to the 
person who's working here, watching the 
business go down the way it has. It gets 
worse every day." 


ALSO HARD-IIIT by the closing of Eu- 


clid Avenue is the Tub Club, a laun- 
dromat that has been In the shopping 
plaza for four years. "It's really getting 
tough," said owner Florence Wllk, sur- 
veying the 24 empty washing machines. 
"Wo have to cut corners to make ends 
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IF EUCLID AVENUE itself doosn't 
look foreboding enough to approach- 
ing motorists, the signs posted at its 
entrance at River Road ought to do 
the trick. Stores, above, are suffer- 
ing from the road blockage, which 
is not expected to ond until early 
fall. In the meantime, Jerry Clancy, 
right, passes time in his Convenient 
Food Mart store. 


meet. Every month, you're scrounging to 
pay the bills." 


The Tub Club and Convenient arc par- 


ticularly affected by the lack of access to 
Euclid because both are in a highly com- 
petitive market, with other laundromats 
and food stores within half a mile. 


Less affected are specialty shops, such 


as Lighting Fixtures, which faces River 
Road near the Euclid intersection. The 
lighting store has the added advantage of 
direct access from River, yet it too re- 
ports a 15 per cent drop in traffic in the 
store. "Obviously, it's hurt," said store 
owner Mikis Witzel, "but I don't think It's 
hurt as badly as the other (Euclid Avei 
nuc) side." 


The Shell station at River and Euclid 


has also experienced a decline in busi- 
ness. "Sixty per cent of my business 
comes off of Euclid," said Roy Kelly, 
who has operated the station for seven 
years. Regular customers continue to 
bring in their cars for repairs, but the 
passing motorists who stop for gas have 
gone elsewhere, to the tune of 700 to 800 
gallons a day. 


THE ROAD CLOSING hasn't been bad 


news to all merchants. Twb busi- 
nesses at the other end of Euclid, near 
Wolf Rood in Prosepct Heights, report 
sales have actually gone up', which they 
attribute largely to the detour of traffic 
from Euclid.

Rising temperatures will bring an end to the Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosqultos by next week. ' ' 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, said a census of area breeding spots 
found an Increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So for this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosqultos In any great number, although 
there have been some Isolated areas with Infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the Insects under control. • 


However, he warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with It Increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs are now using the district and Its 


Insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with tho Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, the village spent $5,000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sewers. The cost this year Is 
expected to reflect tho general inflationary trend of the. econo- 
my. 


Palatine and Schaumburg, the other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, havo rejoined the district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block the district's spraying of Malathion as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. The two towns based their 
antl-Malothlon stand on the advice of environmentalists who 
argued tho poison was harmful to humans and small animals. 


Village Pros. Wendell Jones, of Palatine, was elected on a 


platform that Included a return of tho spraying to rid the 
town of mosqultos. The previous administration opposed the 
spraying. 


Schaumburg officials now concede they may have been too 


hasty in barring the Malathion spraying. The believe they 
were pressed Into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists. 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumburg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA is divided into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


While the district carries the active fight against the in- 


sects, the individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible. 


The ponds and pools arc perfect breeding spots due to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex- 
pected mosquitos are five to seven* days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae are eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot spell. 


The district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


lation before the insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged'pests. The.Mala- 
thion Is brought into the picture to kill the adult Insects that 
escape the mineral oil.

that the board made the decision because 
"educationally and in terms of what 
community college is, we found that the 
best way to deliver educational services 
was with the second site." 


BOARD PRES. William Kelly said, "In 


other parts of the country it has been 
shown that people participate in commu- 
nity colleges almost in proportion to the 
closeness of the college to their homes." 
He added that the second site, if devel- 
oped, will put the college closer to resi- 
dents of north Arlington Heights, Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove. 


In addition, board members agreed 


that by taking action on the second site 
they have foreclosed the possibility of buy 
ing land adjacent to the present 200-acre 
campus In Palatine. Developers have ap- 
proached the Palatine Village Board 
with proposals to build on nearly all the 
land surrounding the present campus. 


The college first approached the Ar- 


lington Heights Village Board last year, 
requesting the zoning designation. The 
case has been delayed while the school 
sought tentative approval from the com- 
munity college board to plan for a sec- 
ond campus. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Mayo 


Foundation have said they want to be 
able to sell the land as quickly as pos- 
sible and do not want it tied up on the 
zoning plans if the college Is not going to 
be able to purchase it.

Schools,, teachers agree on salaries 


Arlington Heights elementary and Ju- 


nior high school teachers approved a 
salary contract that calls for $8,800 In 
annual pay for a beginning teacher and 
$18,032 for those with the most tenure. 


Last year beginning teachers received 


an $8,000 annual salary. The increase 
represents a 10 per cent hike. Last year 
teachers with 15 years' experience re- 
ceived top pay of $16,611. 


Salaries for Dist. 25 teachers arc com- 


puted on index and wages are deter- 
mined by the amount of education and 
experience of each teacher. A teacher 
with four years of college and one year 
of experience will earn an approximate 
salary of $9,100 under the new contract. 


THE SALARY INCREASES were sub- 


stantially higher than last year's 4 per 
cent increase in base wages. 


James Modec, president and negotiator 


for the Arlington Teachers Assn., said 
teachers have been restricted during the 
past two years on wages because-of 
wage freezes and pay-raise restriction!. 


"This is the first year they really nego- 


tiated a raise that would partially cut the 
cost of living index. 


The salary contract was passed 2 to I

Rising temperatures will bring an end to the Northwest 


suburbs' holiday from mosquitos by next week. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of the Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District, said a census of area breeding spots 
found an Increasing number of mosquito larvae that should 
reach maturation by next week. 


So far this summer residents have been spared the agony 


and nuisance of mosquito* in any great number, although 
there have been some Isolated areas with infestations around 
sundown. Mitchell gave credit to below-normal nighttime 
temperatures for keeping the Insects under control. 


However, he warned that hotter weather Is sure to come, 


bringing with It increasing numbers of mosquitoes. 


Although all area suburbs are now using the district and its 


insecticide sprays, three communities have contracted for ad- 
ditional services with the Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co., of La 
Grange. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will be using Clarke for a second 


year. Last year, the village spent $5,000 for the additional 
treatment of marshes and storm sewers. The cost this year is 
expected to reflect the general Inflationary trend of the econo- 


Palntlno and Schaumburg. the other two area Clarke cus- 


tomers, have rejoined the district after putting up a losing 
court fight to block the district's spraying of Malathlon as a 
weapon against adult mosquitoes. The two towns based their 
anli-Malothlon stand on the advice of environmentalists who 
argued the poison was harmful to humans and small animals. 


Village Pros. Wendell Jones, of Palatine, was elected on a 


platform (hat included a return of tho spraying to rid the 
town of mosquitos. The previous administration opposed the 
spraying. 


Schaumburg officials now concede they may have been too 


hasty in barring the Malathion spraying. The believe they 
were pressed into an untenable position by local environmen- 
tal activists. 


Palatine has committed at least $6,850 for the private firm, 


while Schaumburg has earmarked $850 for the additional ser- 
vice. 


THE CHICAGO AREA is divided into four major mosquito 


abatement districts. Each taxpayer pays between 65 cents 
and $2 to help keep the mosquito population under control. 


While the district carries the active fight against the in- 


sects, the individual towns lend support. Arlington Heights, 
for example, aids by correcting mosquito breeding conditions, 
such as draining stagnant ponds, whenever possible. 


The ponds and pools are perfect breeding spots due to this 


year's heavy rains. All that's needed to bring out the ex- 
pected mosquitos are five to seven days of warm weather, 
Mitchell said. 


Added to this year's crop of eggs and larvae are eggs left 


unhatched from the past two years. Mitchell said the eggs 
can remain "viable for quite some time" waiting for the right 
conditions of rains followed by a hot spell. 


The district plans to eliminate much of this potential popu- 


lation before the insects can draw first blood. Ponds are 
sprayed with a mineral oil that suffocates the larvae, drown- 
ing them before they become full-fledged pests. The Mala- 
thion is brought Into the picture to kill the adult Insects that 
escape the mineral oil.

"Most of 
the calls I've had were about social se- 
curity and medicare," Mrs. Klatt said. 


THE TOWNSHIP has allocated $50,000 


of revenue sharing money to be spent on 
social services for the poor and aged. But 
because the township has filed a declara- 
tory judgment suit on revenue shar- 
ing guidelines, the money will be tied up 
until the suit Is answered. 


Township use of revenue sharing mon- 


ey has been challenged and officials are 
awaiting legal interpretation of what 
areas federal monies could be used. 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 


Kolcrus said the township could secure 
funds by Incorporating a not-for-profit or- 
g a n i z a t l o n for senior citizens. In- 
corporation allows up to $10,000 to be 
spent from interest generated by town- 
shlo and revenue sharing monies.

Prospect Hts. teachers 
to reject contract offer 


Teachers in Elementary School Dist. 23 


have voted unanimously to reject a pro-, 
posed 1974-75 contract offer from the 
board of education. 
s 


i The decision came in a secret.ballot 
Wednesday, which included voting mem- 
bers of the Prospect Heights Education 
Assn. and teeners who are not in the 
PHEA. 


Ken Bates, PHEA president and a 


teacher at MacArthur Junior 
High 


School, said Thursday the teachers were 
willing to accept the board's monetary 
and procedural package but refused to 
agree to a three-year contract, as pro- 
posed by the board. 


The board said the package, which 


called for a three-year procedural agree- 
ment with salaries to be renegotiated an- 
nually, was a total offer which had to be 
accepted in total. 


The board offer included a total mone- 


tary package which would cost the dis- 
trict an additional $106,500 for salaries, 
including provisions for increments and 
pay increases. Although the PHEA had 
sought a total, monetary package of 
$123,000, Bates said the teachers were 
willing to accept the board offer. 


THE TEACHERS' decision continues 


the deadlock in negotiations which 
reached impasse two weeks ago. Meet- 
Ings during the past two Weeks to try to 
end the impasse have proven' fruitless 
and any further bargaining will proceed 
only in the presence of an outside arbi- 
trator. 


Bates said a letter has been sent to the 


American Arbitration Assn., a private 


organization, for a list of possible media- 
tors..The selection of a mediator must be 
made by mutual consent of the board 
and the PHEA. 


Bates said according to terms outlined 


in the procedure for negotiations, any- 
thing which was tentatively agreed to be- 
fore the current state of impasse is void 
and theoretically all matters are once 
again open to negotiation. 


BOTH SIDES ALSO technically revert 


back to their original offers and demands 
rather than the above stated compromise 
figures. The board's original monetary 
offer was for a total package of $76,500 
while the PHEA sought a total package 
amounting to $194,000.
